THE PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY: ITS IN- 
CEPTION, ORGANIZATION AND 
ADMINISTRATION 

The sudden transition from a state of war to 
comparatively peaceful conditions, the dismember- 
ment of the insurrectionary forces throughout the 
Archipelago, and the installation of civil govern- 
ment to replace the military, placed before the Phil- 
ippine Commission the grave and deep problem of 
the maintenance of peace, law and order in a coun- 
try of many distinct and separate Malay tribes, 
differing in customs, modes of thought and Ian- 
guage, and whose primitive social structure had 
been shaken to its very roots by years of unsuccess- 
ful insurrection. The devastating war and rebel- 
lion which had endured for so long in the Philip- 
])ine Islands had left the usual aftermath of law- 
less characters and banditry, whose blood had be- 
come tainted with the virile germ of criminal un- 
rest. 

At the time of the passing of the Military re- 
gime and the installation of civil rule, there can 
be no question but that the great majority of the 
j)e()ple earnestly wanted peace. They had expe- 
rienced a sufficiency of poverty and privation, the 
loss of kindred and friends and the attendant sor- 
rows and disappointments of fighting for a cause 
they did not and could not understand. However, 
at this time there existed a small but turbulent 
minority of irreconciliables, who, joining together 
in small bands, harrassed unprotected barrios and 
pueblos, forcing the peaceably inclined inhabitants 
to furnish them with money, food and clothing. 
In localities where there yet lingered an undercur- 
rent of sympathy for the past Insurrection these 
bands would operate in the guise of insurgents, 
and the gaudy uniforms, the clank of a heavy sword 
or war bolo, and the military swagger as it can 
only be represented by a Malay, impressed to a 
great extent the ignorant country classes. In other 
communities religious fanaticism was found to be 
the best pretext for lawless depredations and many 
self-styled 'Topes'' headed fanatical marauding 
bands throughout the islands— at the best, organ- 
ized thieves, at the worst, cold blooded muiderers. 

The region mostly affected by the lawless un- 
rest in the vicinity of Manila was centered about 
Cavite, a Tagalog province across the bay from 
Manila. Records show that this province was the 
mother of insurrection and had since time imme- 



morial been the cradle that rocked the discontent- 
ment of the Archipelago, the home of the cattle 
lilters and the haven of rest for the ladrone. The 
region was a rolling country, free of dense forests 
or considerable mountains, and the uncultivated 
lands overgrown with jungle or with cogonal gras- 
ses. There were gradual slopes west to the China 
Sea and east to the Laguna de Bay, and more mark- 
ed slopes both north and south from the Talisay 
Ridge in Batangas. The population was Taga- 
log. In most of the pueblos- there was a mestizo 
element, the foreign blood being Spanish or more 
often Chinese. The social structure was oligarchic. 
Members of the "Principal" class held their 
position, either through birth or, as in most 
cases, through wealth, education and influence. 
Practically all, including those who followed 
trades or professions, owned land. Dependent 
upon and subservient to them were the com- 
non people — toos-and peasants-aparce^os. Oppor- 
tunity, propinquity, and especially debt established 
the relation. Some principals handled their de- 
pendents direct, but most of them did it through 
overseers and other confidential agents cr encar- 
gados. Chinese and other foreigners were found in 
most towns, and especially in the commercial centers 
of Santa Cruz, Calamba, Batangas, Cavite, Imus 
and Pasig. They little affected the life of the peo- 
ple, which was agricultural. 

Throughout the four provinces ladroncs in 
varying numbers and with varying success had al- 
ways plied their trade of robbery. The favorite 
spoils, because easily lifted, transported and mark- 
eted, were carabaos and horses. Ladrone bands 
were mostly local, though they sometimes made 
distant raids. Each, however, claimed and usually 
lurked about its-own group of pueblos. 

The origin of these marauding bands were 
varied. Sometimes a fugitive from justice, or a 
lover of the life, gathered a band and established 
his own base and connection; sometimes a ring of 
principales organized a band for their own self-pro- 
tection, profit or for both. The band which guard- 
ed one pueblo did not hesitate to prey on another 
which had no protectors or whw\ was guarded 
oyer by a rival or unfriendly group. Pueblos, bar- 
rios, and individuals often purchased a precarious 
immunity by contributions in money or kind. The 
bulk of the contributions and loot found its way to 
the fences, who, in Batangas, were called "ina-

hins*' and in Cavite "pillos". They in turn divided 
with the backers of the band who were not infre- 
quently rich and prominent and . sometimes muni- 
cipal officials. 

In such a devious and secretive manner was a 
band organized, recruited, supplied, led and directed 
that even the inahin who acted as go-between did 
not know the leader of the band or its real backers. 
Many of the leaders took part in the insurrection, 
and a few of them, including Julian Montalba^^ 
and Felizardo, had not surrendered nor taken tl ^ 
oath of allegiance. All of them assumed titles, and 
the organization and interrelations of the bands 
wore theoretically military. However, the members 
wore no uniforms and when pressed, they hid their 
arms' ancU mingled withj the general jpopulation. 
While they did not hesitate to maim and kill peas- 
ants and laborers who incurred their enmity they 
contented themselves with maltreatment or abduc- 
tion of the more prominent natives, and rarely 
molested foreigners. The bands were usually re- 
cruited from the ne'er-do-wells of town or coun- 
try, from misguided youths and ignorant dupes. 
The bands in this section simulated a political pur- 
pose. They pretended allegiance tx> an ex-barber, 
Macario Sakay, who, as self-appointed President of 
a. Philippine Republic, hid around Bosoboso in Ri- 
zal. 

THE PHILIPPINE CONSTABULARY 
On the first of September, 1900, the United 
States Philippine Commission under the Taft Ad- 
ministration, assumed the reins of government in 
such provinces as had been declared pacified, and 
the proMeni of maintaining peace, law and order 
was met by an enactment of that body, dated July 
18, 1901, which created the Philippine Constab- 
ulary. 

With no example or precedent to work from, 
to slop aside, as it were, from the beaten pAth of 
established custom, to organize and equip for im- 
mediate field service an organization of this char- 
acter was a feat worthy of the abilities of the two 
men designated by Governor Taft, and confirmed 
by the Commission, to organize this body: Captain 
Henry T. Allen, 6th U. S. Cavalry, as Chief and 
Captain David J. Baker, Jr., 26th U. S. Infantry, 
as Assistant Chief. 

Under the able dlirection of Captains Allen 
and Baker the work of organization was rapidly 
begun. At the close of hostilities with Spain the 
strength of the Army was raoidly reduced, volun- 
ters out of the service and deserving non-com- 
missioned officers of the regular establishment 
could procure their discharges subject to slight 
limitations. This placed at the disposal of the 



Constabulary a large number of young men trained 
in the military service, whose experience as offi- 
cers and non-commissioned officers in an efficient 
army had made them desire further service of a 
military character and who turned naturally to the 
Constabulary as a continuation of the life and ac- 
tivity of military service. 

Officers of all grades were rapidly mustered 
into Constabulary service. Captain W. S. Golds- 
borough, Major Wallace C. Taylor, Captains How- 
ard Atkinson and Jesse S. Garwood were commis- 
sioned as 2nd, 3rd, 4th and 5th Assistant Chiefs, 
respectively, and took hold of the duties assigned 
them with that virile Americanism which compels 
success. 

Almost before the general public in the Is- 
lands was aware that such a corps was contem- 
plated the officers had been commissioned, uniform- 
ed and sent to stations throughout the Archipelago 
—a Constabulary captain, and three or four lieut- 
enants to each province 'where civil government had 
been inaugurated, and the recruiting of the enlisted 
force began in almost every locality simultaneously. 

But a few months, from the first conception 
of the idea the corps of contabulary was an accom- 
plished fact and an efficient body of officers and men 
on whom the governmental authorities found them- 
selves relying for the preservation of peace after 
the ravages of a war only just concluded. 

One of the greatest disadvantages under which 
the Constabulary labored at the outset was the im- 
mediate need for its service in the field. Before 
the men had become uniformed and had mastered 
the rudiments of drill, and when the only command 
they knew was "forward march'' they were re- 
quired to enter, in various parts of the Archipe- 
lago, into vigorous campaigning against as elusive 
foes as have ever puzzled the wits of soldiers. While 
such operations did not tend toward making the 
new recruit a spick and span garrison soldier,. it 
gave him confidence in the effect of his rifle and 
in the courage and ability of his officers. 

On entering Moroland, in accordance with the 
organic Act, many membera of the corps in this 
district were recruited from Moros. This was a 
new venture, for while Filipinos had been used by 
both the Spanish and American governments in 
the maintenance of jpeace, this was the first time 
that the Mohammedan Moro of Mindanao-Sulu 
was drafted as an iiistrument of law and order. 

An item of interest in this connection is the fact 
that before recruiting in Mindanao-Sulu was pos- 
sible, an agreement Iwas necessary with the chiefs 
or datus to the effect that Moro soldiers would be 
permitted to continue the use of the red fez which 
is an emblem of their religion and that they would 
not bo required to eat pork.

In view of the responsibility and importance 
of positions as well as in recognition of the value 
of the services rendered, Congress commissioned 
Captain Henry T. Allen Brigadier-General, Majors 
Peter E. Traub, Marcus D. Cronin, Captains W. 
S. Scott, 1). J. Baker, II. H. Bandholtz, J. G. Har- 
bord, W. C. Rivers, M. L. Hersey, Herman Hall, 
J. B. Bennet, ]>. E. Nolan, and J. W. Craig, as 
colonels, and art(M* the resignation of Captain 
(ioldsborough to accept another position of respon- 
sibility under ib(» Civil Government, the Philip- 
l)ine Commission in consideration of services rend- 
(M'ed, granted to Hie other assistants to the Chief, 
who were not n^gular Army officers, commissions 
as follows: to Major Taylor, a Lieutenant-Colonel- 
cy, [ind to Captains Atkinson and Garwood, the rank 
of major. These promotions and recognition, togeth- 
er with a changf^ (lirect(Hl hy the Commission in the 
title of the pi-ovineial officers as 1st, 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 
class Inspectors \n Captain, 1st, 2nd, and 3rd lieute- 
nants, respectiv<'ly, gave the Constabulary a mili- 
tary status. 

THE l.AHRON HIERARCHY 

In Batangas, the band of "Coloner' Villanueva 
was lecruited from and lurked around Bauan. That 
of "Lieut.-ColoneP* Vito based itself on Taal. "Ma- 
jor'' Flores infested \he neighborhood of San Pa- 
blo, Laguna, All of these were nominally directed 
by *M]rigadier-Generar' Martin Oruga, whose own 
band terrorized the jurisdictions of Tanauan and 
Lipa. The bands of ''Lieut.-Coloner' Caro around 
Das Marinas and of **Major' Giron about Silang, 
acknowledged the authority of "Major-Generar' Fe- 
lizardo, who frecjuented the triangle between Pasay, 
Muntinlupa and P»acoor. Both Oruga and Fc^li- 
zardo owned the l(\idership of '*Lieut.-Coloner' De 
Vega who afflictc^d San Francisco de Malabon. 
''Coloner* Ramos whose band gave protection to 
Magjdlanes, Maragondon and Nasugbu and ''Col- 
oneP' Masigla who lorded it over Tndang. The band 
of Montalan itself picked its members widely from 
Pataiigas but especifdly from Cavite. His headquar- 



ters, usually moving, preferred the deep wooded ra- 
vines about Buenavista in Cavite and the rugged 
hills between Talisay and Bayuyungan in Batangas. 

Rarely did these outlaws attack armed detach- 
ments, whether camped or moving, unless they 
were Wry small or careless. They preferred to 
rush a police station, a Constabulaiy cuartel, or a 
Scout post when it was weakly guarded. Such at- 
tacks were invariably made between dusk and bed- 
time when the officers and men, having supped, 
were prone to scatter for recreation. The attempts 
were always preceded by a thorough spying out 
of the surroundings, checking up of the strength 
and habits of the intended victims, a careful weigh- 
ing of chances, a deliberate planning. Consequent- 
ly, an enterprise once undertaken seldom failed. 
Frequently, they tried to minimize the risk of 
jumping a police station or looting a municipal 
treasury by establishing relations with and winning 
confederates on the inside. The chiefs seldom led in 
attack but usually directed from a safe distance; so 
too they never stood in retreat, but made safe thr^ir 
flight first. Generally the bands moved at night 
and slept by day. They avoided roads and even 
ordinary trails, but followed little defined paths 
that curved, doubled and twisted. Their service of 
security and information was practicable and ef- 
ficient. 
THE INSULAR POLICE BEGINS ACTIVITIES 

No sooner had the new Constabulary organ- 
ization began to function as a law-enforcing entity 
than it was faced by a number of varied problems 
and incidents which demanded that it immediately 
undertake the huge task for which it was organ- 
ized: to preserve i)eace, maintain order and prev- 
ent lawless depredations. 

The records of the outstanding* achievements 
of tlie Constabulary are a tribute to the courage 
and efficiency of those men who composed the in- 
fant organization. The different detachments all 
met a varied assortment of problems and cases in 
the provinces where they were stationed. The ac- 
tivities of the Constabulary organization during the 
past 30 years arc filled with tales written in blood. 
In a more or le.ss chronological order the outstand- 
ing activities of the ('onstabulary will herein be 
narrated. 

GEN. LUCIANO SAN MIGUEL 

There are many things which cannot be told; 
there are some things which should not be told and 
there are many things which must not bo told — so 
the things narrated hereinafter relate only of th.o 
things which the Bystander took note. 

Early in January 1902, "Generar' San Miguel

To this end 
if is necessary that officers and soldiers of the Consfabnlary should themselves he 
law-abiding and in till other respects shonld so condnet themselves so as to inspire 
the confidence of the people, specially that of the poor. 

I wish to extend to each and every officer and soldier of the Constabudary 
hearfy congratulations on the occasion of the Thirtieth Anniversary of the estahlish- 
ment of their great organization.

"My connection with the Philippine Constabulary has 
passed through three differeWt phases: first, as a news- 
paperman on the staff of El Renacimknto ; second, as a 
member of the Philippine Legislature, and third, as Secre- 
tary of the interior. The early years of the Philippine 
Conj^tabulfiry were extremely full of hardships and dif- 
ficulties by reason of the long sustained campaigns which 
had to be caried on against banditry and for the consolida- 
tion of peace in the provinces. It was a period of stress and 
Inal for 'the institution !)ccausc, constrained as it was by the 
ciivumstances obtaining at the time to resort to the appli- 
cation of seven* a!i<l harsli measures, it nalturally had to 
encounter criticism and opposition from the public. From 
tliis laborious experience, the institution as well as the people 
came out t^reatly benefitted, as is clearly indicated by the 
cotnplete successes of the last years. No one, not even among 
its bitterest critics of old, now doubts the utility and use- 
fulness of the Philippine Contsabulary. The influence it 
effectively exercises in the preservation of peace and order 



in the provinces connot be overestimated. Its mere presence 
in the community signifies security and confidence for the 
law abiding citizen, freedom from engrossing preoccupation 
for the government in particular and for the whole people 
in general. The widespread state of peace and order which 
we have been enjoying continually during these many years, 
and which has become one of the most excellent qualities of 
the Filipino people, is, to a great extent, the result of cons- 
clentous efforts on the part of the Constabulary.

surrounding countiy. 

Two Const:al)|u]ary detachments of about 40 
men each, the first under the command of Ca])t. 
W. W. Warren and the other under the command 
of Lieut. Twilley, while scouting near the bound- 
ary of Rulacan and lUzal were attack(Hl by about 
150 armed ladrones and in both instances, the 
('onstabulary was decidedly a bad second. On the 
first occasion, the government troops expended all 
tfu'ir ammunition which had been issued to them 
by a short-sighted, inefficient official with which 
lh(^ gov(»rnment was loaded at that tme and on the 
.'( cond occasion on or near the same spot they were 
.'•(tacked again, whipped and chased 'into Polo 
wiiere Governor Pablo Tecson consoled and comfort- 
ed them with a pi'onn'se that he w^oirld get even with 
the lad rones with his volunteers, twenty-five of 
whom, unfortunately, deserted with their rifles 
within (wo weeks after this statement, and joined 
the lad rones. Notwithstanding this unfortunate 
experience, the Gov(»rnor organized another force 
of volunteers and with them did excellent work to- 
ward cleaning up the Province of Bulacan. Owing 
lo tiie d(»feat of the ('onsiabulary at the hands of 
San MiKuers ladrones, the Governor-General, the 
Hon. W. H. Taft, sounded the S. 0. S. call or, ra- 
ther, called on tiie l)pj)artment Commander for as- 
sistance. As in all cases this official responded by 
detailing with the ^Ivil Government several com- 
panies of the Philippine Scoi.t organization among 
v/hich wtu'e the First and rourth Companies. 

In llizal conditions were ejtiQ^^rnging as the 
band of ladrones in the Morong district under Ti- 
moteo I^asay and' the Felix brothers had been 
brok(»n up. liowevei*, few carabao thitves and fr(»e 
I "voters infested the district along the north(>rn 
bo](l(T. Among them were Julian Santos, Fans- 
tino Guillermo, Apolonio Samson andi occasionally 
(■ii'iaco Contreras would drop in from! Bulacan and 
tcMforize the outlying barrios. These! bands were, 
at the outset, small, their leaders having been ap- 
irointed officers by the new **Katipunan'' in the 
regular Army of the Philippines which was no- 
thing more or less than an organization of ladro- 
nes operating on a large scale, preyiilg on the ig- 
norant people and infesting various districts un- 
der the guise of patriots. 

Tbe Katipunan Government headed by Do- 
mingo Moriones, Agado del Rosario and four others 
was captured by Inspector Licerio Geronimo on 
July 7, 1902, near Mari((uina together with pII 
l)a]apher?ialia, regalin. and records. This saime of- 
ficcM* with seven men of his company, just missed 
))eing caotured in th(» Diliman Country, Bulacan !)v 



Guillermo and Samson a few days later. He lost 
one man \vho was killed, liad one wounded, and lost 
his blouse. A few days afterwatdfi Guillermo 
wore Geronimo's blouse to Sam Juan, Bulacan. 
The Sergeant in charge believing him to be 
a real Constabulary officer formed the detachment 
for inspection. Guillermo Uiking advantage of this 
opi)ortunity took possession of all the arms and am- 
munition and released all the prisoners. This hap- 
pened in broad daylight. 

The different small bands in Bulacan then con- 
solidated under General Santos with Samson and 
Guillermo as colonels, and joined the .'larger group 
in Rizal. Antero Dancel, then Governor of Rizal, 
obtained authority of Governor W. H. Taft to 
negotiate the surrender of these band:'. lie also ob- 
tained an order from the Chief of Constabulary 
to confer with Provincial Commander to arrange 
!ion-interference with his efforts. He demanded 
'hat the ladrones be allowed to concentrate at a 
point near the jurisdiction of Mariquina to get to- 
gether their arms that they might surrender them 
to him. 

The ladrones were promised immunity for past 
offences in case they made a complete surrender by 
November 1, 1902. This they promised to do. They 
gathered their motely mob together, Julian Santos 
])osed as ''Lieutenant-Colonel*' in command, raised 
the insurgent flag over thcar camp at Coral-na- 
Bato and rested there for about threes weeks while 
being well-fed on food purchased with secr(;t ser- 
vice funds intrusted to Mr. Dancel. This most ex- 
traordinary condition continued until the last day 
of grace of October 31, 1902, when S.-ntos felt that 
his force was strong enough to whip the Constab- 
ulary. He then attacked a detachment under com- 
mand of Lieut. C.^J. Bates and put them to flight, 
killing one ijian.lind seriously woundinjlr two others. 
The outlaw3,;atHhis time numbered in the neighbor- 
hood of thr^'iiundred men with po.^siivly two bund- 
led arms. ^"' 

A few days later on the evening of December 
24th, durin^r the hours of the Christmas eve fes- 
tivities, Santos sent 80 men to attack Pasig. In 
this attack two members of the Constabulary were 
killed and two were wounded. A woman who was 
wounded in the church procesion which was in pro- 
giTss at that time lost a leg from the effects of 
wounds received in the attack. The attack was so 
sudden that the Constabulary was astounded, con- 
fused and frightened. They, however, immediately 
rallied and drove tho outlaws out of the town, caus- 
ing them considerable losses. 

When "General" Luciano San Miguel was elect- 
ed ''Generalissimo" in command of troops in the 
field on January 15, 1903. he immediately startefl 
to further strenghten the organization which was

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already on foot and whicli was looked upon by the 
ignonuit classes as an insurrection against the gov- 
ernment. '^General" San Miguel had the distinc- 
tion of having never taken oath of allegiance to 
the United States. His first engagement as '*Su- 
))reme Commander" was at Coral-na-JJato, on Feb- 
ruary 28, 1903, against a Constabulary detachment 
i.f five officers: T/i^'uts. Schemmerhorn, Mcllvaine, 
G(4-onimo and Harris with 107 men, command(Ml 
by Capt. Ira Keitliley. The engago?nent lasted 
nearly two hours. The Constabulary suffered the 
loss of Lieut. Harris and one private, killed, and 
one private, wounded. The ladrones left fifteen dead, 
including one Ii(Mitenant and two soldiers, wound- 
ed, and lost ten guns. The number of wounded car- 
ried away by the ladrones were placed at various 
estimates ranging fjom 20 to 50. As it was under- 
stood that the outlaws had caused information to 
be spiead that a?iy municipal police or Constab- 
ulary who gave up his arms without resistance 
would be released, it w^as felt necessary to place 
Ameiican officers in command of all stations in 
the infested districts. 

Early in March. 1903, the first company f)f 
F.couts gave the ladrones a good drubbing near 
Coral-na-Bato in which nineteen outlaws were killed. 
About the middle of March, four hundred scouts 
and two hundred Constabulary soldiers killed and 
and captured a large number of ladrones encou?i- 
tered along the Tasig Iliver between San Felipe 
Neri and Pasig. It was learned VaIvy that bands 
of ladrones were again concentrated in Corai-na- 
I^ato district. On the 27th of March, the first and 
fourth companies of Philippine Scouts stationed at 
(-aloocan were sc^ii out to beat th(' brush theic*. 
Unexpectedly, a scpiad of scouts ran upon a bunch 
of outlaws who wen^ occupying a strong fortifica- 
tion, which up to that time had not been discover- 
ed. It appeared that this stronghold had existed 
for years. Other detachments of the command 
heard the firing and closed in and surrounded the 
place. The outlaws stood their ground which led 
to a hand-to-hand fight. After severe fighting 
which lasted some two hours, the place was finally 
captuT^ed by an assault led by Lieut. Boss Reese, 
In this engagement, three scout soldiers were kill- 
ed and Lieut. Reese and eleven soldiers were severely, 
but not fatally wounded. Thirty-five ladrones 
were left dead in the Coral among whom were the 
^^ader, General San Miguel, and his Adjutant. 
Many ladrones were wounded and later died as 
evidenced by Ihe numerous burials in the neighbor- 
ing towns and harrios. A conservative estimate 
placed the dead as a result of this engagement at 
^'ixty-one. 



THE ''DOS HERMANOS'' AFFAIR 
In Virac, a small sea coast town on the Island 
of Catanduanes near the Albay coast, a small de- 
tachment of Constabulary was stationed under 1st 
JJeut. Harrison O. Fletcher. 

On August 13, 1902, the steamer *'Dos Her- 
manos" was anchored about 200 yards from shore 
near the quarters of Lieut. Fletcher. Fletcher, 
hearing a disturbance on the steamer and under 
the impression that a drunken brawl was in pro- 
gress, took two of his guard and started out in a 
small boat, to reprimand the ship's officers for not 
keeping better order on their vessel. Noting the 
excitement which his departure from shore pro- 
duced on board the ship and that the crew had 
hurriedly started to lift anchor, and believeing that 
something was decidedly irregular, he stood up in the 
boat and called to them in Spanish to drop anchor or 
he would fire. For an answer a storm of missiles 
were hurled at the boat and a shot fired. Mutiny 
was in progress. 

Lieut. Fletcher and his detachment opened fire 
on the mutineers and managed to gain th(^ side of 
the shii). With his men firing over his head to 
prevent the piratical crew from cutting him down, 
Lieut. Fletcher clambered up the sulo of the vessel 
and a hand to hand encounter began between the 
desperate crew and the small Constabulary detach- 
ment. The cries, shrieks and groaius of the 
ship's officers and passengers who had managed to 
barricade themselves in a state room, added to the 
excitement. The ship's captain, covered with blood 
from the wounds inflicted by the fnutineers, clam- 
bered out of a state room window. The mutincei's, 
meanwhile, fled to the bow of the ship, leaving sev- 
eral of their number dead on the deck, some jumping 
overboard only to be picked up and made prisoneis 
by the Constabulary detachment. The number of 
mutineers killed is not known as many wouinlcd 
jumped overboard only to drown. The Chief En- 
gineer was killed by the mutineers at the very Ix^ 
ginning. Fletcher w?,s duly compensated by t'^e 
owners of the steamer, Dos Hermanos. 

THE SAN JOSE AFFAIR 
About midnight on the 16th of September, \m?u 
a detachment of thirty men commanded by 1st 
Lieut. ,Iames W. Wakeley, at San Jose, province 
of Nueva Ecija, was attacked under cover of dark- 
ness by over one hundred fanatical outlaws under 
the leadership of Capt. Berong. 

In the sudden and unexpected charge of the 
outlaws the sentinel was killed and the fanatics 
succeed in reaching the breastworki-: in fi'ont of the 
cnartel before the startled garrison <!ould form for 
defense. The troops, awakened by the shooting and 
yelling of the attacking force hastily r.eized their 
(Coniinned on page 20) 
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arms, jumped out of windows* una doors, formed 
outside of llio quarters and entered into a fierce 
)uuid-to-liand fight with tl;e enemy who were 
(wentually driven back. Again aud again the out- 
laws charged and were repulsed at each mad rush 
by the little garrison, many of whom had ali'cady 
been disabled. 

^^he fn^r/ied bolomeii of the attacking parly 
meanwhile gained the rear of the (Jotislabulary 
so that the latter had to protect them:^'lver> from 
))olh front and rear. After ai)out two liours of 
desperate i*esislanco agaijist a foe who numbered 
more than thrc^c times the sti'cngth of the Constal?- 
ulary detachtiKMit which consisted of no more than 
(^leven men wlio were able to bear arms, a flank 
movement was attempted which completely routed 
the enemy who h^ft eighteen of their members 
anv)ng the d(\'id, v/ouiuhul and ciptured. 

Lieut. VVnk(*I(y wns severely wounded in this en- 
^ragement, while eight Constabulary soldiers Vvere 
killed and three w^ounded. 

DL]A'rn OF LIEUTENANT KIELY 

On the 28th of October, 1902, Lieut. Kiely of 
the Constabulaiy of Capiz, wdiile out w^ith a detach- 
jnent of fom* men in search of some outlaws, en- 
lered a house where he w^as told there w^as a sick 
man. As the (constabulary officer appi'oached the 
sick bed the su|)[)ose(l sick man sprang up and at- 
tacked Kiely with a bolo, cutting his wrist and sev- 
c^i'ing the ai't^M y. An (^disted man who accompanied 
the Lieutenant endeavored to defend his office^' 
but was also s(>verely wounded. The attacker then 
jumped out of the house and was shot down l)y 
the Constabulary soldiers posted outside. Lieut. 
Kiely, with Wv assistance of the enlisted men tried 
to slop the flow of blood by binding his wound, lie 
was able to r(\'ich the town of Calivo, but died the 
following day from loss of blood. The death of 
this officer was most regretted and he w^as a sad 
loss to the Constabulary. 

THE OAS AFFAIR 

The Constabulary barracks or cuartel at Oas, 
province of Albay, is located on the same side of 
the public scpiare where the town market is sit- 
uated. lIundrcHls of people congregate nightly in 
and around the market place to sell and puixhase 
wares, food stuffs, etc. 

On the night of February 28, 1902, dui'ing the 
(emporai-y absf^nce of the officei* in command, out- 
laws mimbering around one hundred and fifty, un- 
der tlie connnand of Magno Real, slipped (pn'otly 
into the town, and mingled with the crowd on the 
l>Ia7a. A laig(^ ])arty of tliem woi-ked their way 
across the plaza just in front of the cuai'tel, and 



at a given signal dashed up the steps, into the 
cuartel. T'l^'i'e were not more than fifteen soldiers 
in the quarters at the time. 'J'ho move was made 
so quickly and so quietly that the Constabulary 
never realized that their cuartel had been captured 
until they saw a strange party of men at the arm 
racks in possesion of their arms. About ten of the 
soldiers present immediately grappled with the 
ladrones and tried to regain their guns, but before 
they could succeed their arms were pinned behind 
them and their guns tiiken. 

At about the time the ladrones had secured 
all the arms and were preparing to leave the cuar- 
tel, Lieut. Huenaventura rode into the town alone, 
and seeing a great horde of people around the 
cuartel and hearing loud talking, he supposed some 
trouble had occurred among the Constabulary. 
Without knowing the risk he was incurring, he 
rode directly through the horde of outlaws up to 
the steps of the Cuartel and called for the Cor- 
poral of the guard. Not until he had been slashed 
at by a bolo or so, did he discover what he w\as u]) 
against. Springing from his liorse, he cleared a ring 
around himself with his revolver. Shooting to 
right and left he fought his w^ay through the circle. 
He was not yet aware that the outlaws had posses- 
sion of the cuartel itself, so he ran around to the 
end of the building where he attempted to climb in- 
to a window but there he was again met by a' mob 
of bolomen. Unable to acc()mplish anything there., 
he took refuge behind the convent w%all, some 75 
yards distant, and repeatedly empticnl his nn^ilver 
at the mob of outlaws, until they com]deted their 
purpose and withdrew. 

A CAVITE ENGACEMENT 

In February, 1902, Lieut, Henry Knauber aiid 
tw^o enlisted men, enroute from the towm of In- 
dang to Magallan(\s in tJie i)rovince of Cavit(\ w(^re 
attacked by (M'ght armed men under the leadership 
of Captain Julian Ramos, a noted outlaw. 

This encounter, which lasted less than an hour 
resulted in eight casualties to the outlaws, the cap- 
ture of two Mauser rifles, one Remington rifle, 
one revolver, three bolos and one trumpet and in 
the death of one Constabulary horse. 

The officer and the two men (Migaged in this 
remarkable exploit were congratulated by the Gov- 
ernment authorities and were awarded medals of 
honor for gallantry in actio]). 

AN ENGAGEMENT IN ALHAY PROVINCE 
In January, 1903, a detachment consisting of 
Corporal Napay and ten men of the Constabulary 
of Albay province encountercul near the town of 
Cabraran in that province, a band of fifty or more 
outlaws under tlu^ leadership of '*Coloner' Lazaro 
Toledo. 

(Con til) lied on paffc 2S) 
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A short, sharp fight followed in which ten 
outlaws were killed and four wounded, while 
the remainder f\ci}. Considerable arms and am- 
munition were captured by the Constabulary in 
this skirmish. 

AN INCIDENT IN THE SORSOGON 
CAMPAIGN 

In April, 1902, a detail consistinjr of five se- 
cond class privates were returning to their st-a- 
tion at lUilusan from the barrio of San Vicente, in 
Sorsogon province, a distance of about five miles. 
Al)Out forty minutes after they left San Vicente 
they were attacked by a fanatical band under the 
leadership of Antonio Colache. The ])lace of at- 
tack was admirably located for an ambuscade. The 
j'oad at this ])oint led down a hill and crossed a 
low swampy ravine^ which, was overgrown with 
low^ underbrush through which ran a good-sized 
creek. Colache selected the creek for his place of 
attack and distributed his men to the right and left 
of the road on each side of the creek. 

The detachment was commanded by Second 
Class private Ambiosio Fruto. The details of the 
fight were as follows: 

Ambrosio Fruto, Gabino Uio and Sergiio 
Dellosa were marching abreast; about 30 paces 
behind them came Eugenio Faraque and Fernan- 
do Filonia. The men in advance had crossed 
the cre(^k when the bandits showed themselves 
and the detachment found itself completely sur- 
rounded. Fruto immediately ordered his men 
to open fire, and to cut their way to the sea, 
which was about 50 paces to the left. The at- 
tenipt to do this proved futile, as they found 
bol'^men massi^d on that side. The detachment 
then turned and succeeded in cutting their way 
through the bolomen in the direction of San Vi- 
cente, and it seems as if they might escape. 
Th(\y had gotten back some 300 yards, when a 
new and more fc^'ocious horde of bolomen came 
up from the direction of San Vicente and at- 
tacked them in the 'rear. In this rush from the 
front and rear Ambrosio Fruto and Gavino Die 
wet^e cut down. Sergio Dellosa, Eugenio Fara- 
(\ur and Fernando Filonia survived the rush and 
again got through the circle, and made their way 
some 300 yards farther back which put them 
well up the hill. The bolomen seiMiig their prey 
about to escape, became frenzied and made an- 
other mad rush at the soldiers, and succeeded 
in cutting down Ddlosa, who hjad fought them 
with the desperate resistance of a trapped ti- 
gr(\ss. At tliiFJ ])oint the road ran along a cliff 
overhanging the sea. When Dellosa was kill- 
led the two remaining soldiers jumped from this 



cliff into the sea, one of them dropping his gun 
as he leaped and the other throwing his into the 
sea, recovering it the following morning. The 
two soldiers swam out to sea and were picked 
up by a friendly fisherman. 

The first news that inspector J. W. Swann 
received of the engagement was through a note 
from the "Teniente*' of San Vicente, stating that 
the Constables had been attacked and had fallen 
back to the barrio of San Vicente. Swann started 
a detachment of ten men to their relief, who on 
arriving in San Vicente, found the two Constables 
who had escaped, but owing to the darkness of 
the night they were unable to recover the bodies 
of their dead comrades. The next morning the 
detachment Commander, Inspector Swann, found 
the bodies of the men, the condition of which 
would chill one's blood. Beginning from the toes 
to the top of the head, there was not an inch of 
the body that had not been cut or hacked with bo- 
les. The legs and arms had been disjointed a!i(l 
the stomach laid open, leaving the frame hanging 
together by mere strips of flesh. The bodies were 
picked up in sheets and buried at Bulusan. 

As to the conduct of these Filipino soldiers, 
no one had any criticisms to make. It was known 
that they made a gallant fight, without even the 
soldier's heritage of a fighting chance. Suspicion 
was on the conduct of Faraque and Felonia, th? 
two survivors, buit after the campaign which fol- 
lowed, officers questioned prisoners closely rela- 
tive to the conduct of these two Constables during 
the Colache fight in April and learned that, while 
they were probably not as steady as the other men 
they did not desert their comrades nor did they 
attempt to run until they found themselves all that 
remained of their detachment. Taking into consi- 
deration that they were new men in the service, 
and the overwhelming odds against them, it was 
not thought that thdr conduct could be justly cri- 
ticised. 

This engagement is considered one of the most 
lemarkable in the history of the organization owing 
to the fact that the outlaws repeate<lly called U> 
the Constabulary soldiers to the effect that if they 
surrendered, their lives would not be taken and 
that it was only the guns they wanted. The lo- 
yalty of this detachment in the face of such odds 
is deserving of the highest commendation. 

ANOTHER FLETCHER AFFAIR 

Captain Harrison, O. Ftetcher, while riding 
on a bicycle at 8 o'clock one evening, wa.s am- 
bushed between the towns of Camalig and Guirio- 
batan, province of Albay by a band of twenty- 
three bolomen. Fletcher carried a Krag Jorgensen 
carbine slung on his back and a 38 Cal. revolver 
at his belt. When he was suddenly attacked by

It may safely be siaicHl that 1.]k>s(> oTricors of 
tho Artny who have held i>f)siti()ns with the Phil- 
ippiiK^ Constabulary look back on that service as 
siupassiMl in interest by no other porlion of their 
carcei'S. 

'V\\v (k>nslabulary when formed was officered 
alniosl (Miliiely by former enlisted men of the Unit- 
(h1 Stales Army. The director, assistant directors, 
and inspectors were either detailed officers of the 
Army or discharged Volunteer Officers. All knew 
their business and all understood the objectives of 
tii(» ('oi'ps. Some failed to measuie up to standards 
and f(^ll out. They were ic^daced by younjr college 
graduates from the States and by capable young 
Filipinos. As tim3' passcnl the percentage of the 
lalter gradually increased. 

Race was given no consideration in the Con- 
stabulary, A)i officer advanced, stood still or was 
dropptul in accordance with his ability and char- 
act (M\ For complete success lour basic qualities 
W(»re (essential: 

I'earlessness 
Judgement 
Unselfishness 
industry 

At th(» time I joined IIk^ Constabulary I found 
a si)irlt of devotion to i\\\\y { have rarely seen 
e(iuall(Ml and ni^ver excelled. Officers were trained 
to forgc^t themselves and remember only their 
tasks. And th''y worked U^v the future rather than 
for the piesent. The ideal of our government here 
wa^ to s(»t an exam])le of honest service by the of- 
ficial to the i)'H)ple. This spirit had penetrated to 
th(^ smallest barrio, wdiere the tenlente gave \\n 
mc^ager ])ittar,ce. The municipal officials served 
time and efforl free of charge, and the police force 
with' the same unselfishnc-^s. Most held honorary 
])ositions; thor«» who had salaries spent them and 
more in the entertaimiKMit of visitors. Among 
some of the provincial and central government of- 
ficials political rivalry and manii)ulation had be- 
gun but ca!i safely be stated as being less than in 
any other deuK^cracy, We had here, in truth, a gov- 



ernment **of the people, by the people and for the 
l)e()i)le.'' 

The position of the Constabulary offic(»r was a 
peculiar one. In the majority of cases he was the 
best educated and most capable individual of th(i 
area his force covered, llis duly called upon him 
to i)lan and devise in order to ensure the success of 
the (*lecteJ officials. He made reports jind gave ad- 
vice to the loc'il gi)vernor, presidcnte or teniente. 
Between them the course to be followed was ch^cided. 
The decision, however, was given out by the civil 
official^.; its execution was aided by the Constab- 
ulary. The credit for success went to the g()vernt>r, 
presi lente or tenient.^; the Constabulary ofl'icer 
kei)t his part to himself, his satisfaction being a 
knowledge of service well done and a quiet letter 
of appreciation from headquarters. Such ))erfec- 
tion of co-operation was, of course, not universal, 
but it was a maiked characteristic of the Constab- 
ulary at that period. 

The foregoing applied to the settled provinces. 
P.eyotul these the Constabulary was the spear hc^iid 
of civilization, meeting hardships and dangers with- 
out hesitation or complaint. Firm, patient and 
just they devoted themselves to the duties reciuired 
and made the penetration of the country ]>ossible 
to business men, educators and engineers. Agai!) 
there were exc(i)tions but these were so few as 
merely to accentuate the high devotion of Ihf 
majority. 

A most noteworthy feature was the fact that 
the Governor General almost invariably called uimr 
the Constabulary officer to act as arbiter betwi^er 
officials of other branches in case of controversy, 
and almost invariably the <>i)posing eleuKMits ac- 
cepted his mediation with confidence. 

Such was the Constabulary as I knew it and 
my ))ride in having been part of it is easily under- 
stood. If I have any message to the present forces 
it is to ask them to look backward occasionally ar.d 
strengthen their determination that the ideals of 
their service shall suffer no deterioration. Those 
ideals will win and hold the confidence and respect 
of the j)eople they serve— no man can nave a great- 
er reward than this.

Extending in its ramification from the headquarters in Manila out 
(o the most remote places in this far flun^ archipelago, it has performed 
]>ali(^nt, thorough, brave, often thankless tasks. It has stood for the streng-th 
and dignity and power of the Insular Government. It has helped preserve 
(he public health. It has helped to fi^ht cattle disease. It has helped in the 
(•f)nlr()l of devastating aKi'icultmal pe>iLs. It has preserved law and ordcM' 
widi an endless procession of brave men, who have gone to their death 
unflinchingly in the performance of their duty. It has searche^l pa- 
ti(MUIy vast areas for lost fliers. It has become the one dependable 
ii^vncy of government, to do what no other agency is ecjuipped in ma- 
terial, or in spirit, to do.

IMUNICIPAL (GOVERNMENT 

Th(^ province of Tayabas, lias had its full 
shari^ of ndigious fanaticism. One of the most 
l)endiar fanatical leadens was Ruperto Rios who 
desie rated himself "Pope" and who operated in 
that i>rovince as a bandit, trading? on the supcr- 
' slitions and fanaticism of the p(H)ple. 

Th(» oullaws under Ptup(Mto Rios were indeed 
t!()ubl(\^om(^ and criminal. They w^ere an off-shoot 
of th(3 ('olorum Sect which had established a "New 
JeiusahMn" on Mount Sau Ciistobal near the divi- 
dinjr h'ni^ of the province of P>atan^as, Lacuna and 
Tayabas. 

Rios re presented himself as an inspired pro- 
l)h(^t and found litlle difficulty in working on the 
supcM-stitions of the extrcMnely ignorant and cre- 
dulous iidiabitants of bariios distant from centers 
of po])ulation. So well did he succeed that he had 
orir;Mii:/,(Hl what he d(^signai(Ml as an Ext(M'ior Mu- 



tn'cipal Government (for revenue only) with an 
elaborate retiime of officials. He promoted him- 
self and his followers in rapid succ(i(>sion until 
he finally had wit^ him one "cai)taini;renerar\ 
one "lieutenant-generar', twenty-five "majors- 
general" and fifty "brigadiers-general" and a host 
of officers of lower grade. In appreciation of his 
own abilities he appointed himself "Generalismo" 
and viceroy, and S'tated that he intended finally 
to have himself crow^ned "King of the Philip- 
pines". Titles earthly having provc|d niot suffi- 
ci'Md,, he announced himself the "Son of (lod*,* 
ami dispensed "Anting-antings" (charms or anui- 
l(»ls) which were guaranteed to make the wearer 
invulnerable to bullets. Of the ladrones killed 
during this i^eriod, few were discovered who were 
!iot ecjuipped with one of these anting-antings. 

The dense ignorance and credulity of the fol- 
lowers of Rios was clearly shown by the fanatical 
paraphernalia captured by Captain Murphy of the 
Philij)pine Constabulary on March 8, J 901', near In- 
fanta. Among these was a box, on the cover of which 
was painted the word "Indepcndencia". The follow- 
ers of Rios sincerely believed that when they had 
l)roved themselves w^orthy the box would be oi)(m- 
ed and the mysterious something called "inde])end- 
ence" for which they had fought so long could be 
secured, and that when attained there would be no 
more labor, no taxes, no jails, and no Constabulary 
to disturb their ladrone i)roclivities. 

When this miraculous chest was opened it wa^^ 
found to contain only some old Spanish Gazette^ 
and a few hieroglyphics, among which ap])e;\red 
the names and rank of the distinguishcMl officials 
of the organization. 

The following item also gives an idea of *he 
methods used by these fanatics: 

When the campaign against the pulajans ceas.Kl 
around Ormoc, Leyte, there still remained in the 
mountains the leader "Papa" (Pope) Faustino 
Ablena, who, in his correspondence, signed hin\self 
"Senor Jesus y Maria". He worked on the ig- 
norance of the people of the foothills. The Con- 
stabulary located him on July 28th in the center of 
the mountainous region between Dagami and Or- 
moc, where he had built a fort defended by two 
small brass cannon and about 100 men. On ihe 
iufoimation received, two parties of police and vo- 
lunteers were sent to capture him. The pulajans 
however remained in their fort and lesisted the 
attack for over an hour. The fort w^as taken, 
"Papa" Faustino was wounded in the chest, his two 
sistfM-s capture<l, and thirty-two of his followers 
killcnl. Two cannon, one army bayonet, one shot- 
gun, one large box of imi)ortant correspondoice, a 
lot of powder and iron slugs for cannon, and all 
their i)araphernalia were seized. Lieut. O'Connor 
of the (Constabulary, Lieut.

TflE RAID ON SUIUGAO AND THE KILLING 
OF CAPTAIN CLARK. 

Tho apparent tranquillity which had settled 
over Snri^ao was suddenly ohanfred into a condi- 
tion which IhreatencMl serious conscque?ices, when, 
on March 2Pi, H)02, a baiid of escaped provincial 
prisoners enic^nMl Sinij^ao at Uie noon hour and 
while Chaplain (lark and most of the Constabulary 
soldiers were at lunch, attacked and captured the 
Constabulary barracks, with all the arms, ammu- 
nition and sui)j)lies. 

The outlaws who made the attack wxu*e head- 
ed by one Mariano Concepcion and ei^ht or nine 
recently escaped provincial prisoners, together with 
about fifteen olhers of the same ilk. Their i)re- 
sence in the hills in that vicinity was made known 
to the Provincial Commander, Captain Clark, that 
morning and without thp least suspicion that they 
dnred to enter the town he had arranged to go out 
that night and endeavor to surprise and retake the 
escaped convicts. At the time of the attack there 
were but two men on guard at the quarters and all 
the arms weie locked in the store-room. Captain 
Clark was at his dinner in a house about two hun- 
dred yards from the quarters. Upon hearing the 
shot of the sentiy hje ran towards the ('ompany 
(piart(M's armed with but a double barrel derringer 
l)ist()l. Yet with only this weapon he feailessly 
attacked the band, seriously wounding two of the 
aj'Rressors b(^fo?'e he was himself shot down and 
killed. The piovincial officials and other Amer- 
icans, ieaining of the affair, started for the quar- 
ter's, armed only with their revolvers aiul wcM-e met 
with several volleys from twenty five or thirty 
guns. They if^turn.ed to the provincial building 
and under the leadershij) of Captain Kelly, the 
Provincial Tieasurer, prepared to make their de- 
f(mce, armed only with Remington shotguns which 
they had securc^d from the municipal police. The 
outlaws secured ten carbines, (Springfield) twenty* 
two Remington rifles, fifty-three shotgUTis and six- 
ty-two revolvers. They then surrounded the pro- 
vincial buikfing an<l demanded the arms held by 
the America?!'^. The demand being refused, they 
called upon them to release the provincial prisoners 
on pain of death to all Americans. They also 
threatened to burn the town. The Americans re- 
plied that th(\y were at liberty to make the attempt 
at any time. No attempt was made, howev(a\ and 
Inte in the night after having obtained some uni- 
forms and a supply of commissaries they made their 
escape to the hills. Some of the people of the town 
were busy in the meantime looting the quarters, 



and some carried away the safe of the Supply Offi- 
cer containing P5,500.00. 

INCIDENTS IN ISABELA PROVINCE 

The province of Lsabela was rapidly assuming 
its normal state of affairs, after having been in a 
chaotic condition due to a general insurrection 
brought about by an ex-officer of the Insurgent 
Army, named Manuel Tomines. 

The insnrrecto leader had as his second in com- 
mand, an American deseiler from the IGth infan- 
try, named Maurice Sibley. It was reported that 
they had between thirty and forty guns, mostly 
Krag-Jorgensens and Mausers. This report was 
followed by a retpiest for officers and men to be 
sent to aid Lieut. Green, as he deemed his force in- 
adequate and too inexperienced to cope with this ban- 
dit force which was growing daily. 

Major J. S. Garwood, District Ciiief, im- 
mediately took steps to comply with this re- 
(luest, and taking the field in person, Ik^ ar- 
rived in lsabela on January 10, 1904, with se- 
ven officers and 173 enlisted men from the 
provinces of Abra, Ilocos Norte, Ilocos Sur and 
Cagayan. Prior to the arrival of this force, how- 
ever, on the night of January 2nd, Tomines him- 
self began the campaign by attacking the town of 
Nnguilian. Tlis prime object, a])par(mtly was to 
kill the Justice of the Peace, Senor Vic(»nte (]aui- 
lan, who had fearlessly prosecuted captured mem- 
bers of his i)and and who had Ixum instrumental in 
the capture, from the band, of two 1 if les. Tomi- 
nes' two brothers and quiet a number of othei* r(^- 
latives and closer connections who for year?; had 
secretly aided him resided in Naguilian. One of 
his brothers, Silvestre Tomines, was the Municipal 
Secretary of the town. It is of record that they all 
aided Tomines' force in getting into the town on 
the night of the attack. Th(^ barrio, called Tomi- 
nes, and composed mostly of the Tomines' family, 
joined the bandit forces in a body a!i:l entered Na- 
guilian. The force numbered around two hundred 
men among whom were distributed between thirty 
and forty guns. The rest of the band were arm- 
ed with bolos. 

There was a small detachment of Constabu- 
lary of ten men in the town under command of an 
acting corporal and the attack was diretted simul- 
taneously against this Detachment aiid the house 
of the Justice of the Peace, who ha])pened to be 
absent. The small Constabulary force, taken by 
suprise and having lost one soldier, retieated to 
the municipality of Gamu across the river to the 
west of the town. The bandits, meanwhile, not 
finding the Justice of the Peace at home, ruth- 
lessly murdered his wife, riddled his house with 
bullets, beat one of his brothers nearly to death, 
and carried away two women servants.

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The Constni)ulary fletachincnt found the Jus- 
tice of the Peace in Gamu and on the followiuK 
morniufT they reiurned t,o NaRuilian. Upon arriviuK 
th(>re, the Justice of the peace went direct to his 
house to ascertain what tlie bandits had done, and 
the soldiers, went to the tribunal with the acting 
corporal to disarm the municipal police, wlumi they 
had reason to believe aided in the fig:ht against 
\hnx\ the ni^rht before. The brothers of Tomines, 
with other poisons, were in the tribunal (evidently 
havinjr a ratification meeting and taking stock of 
their accomplishments of the previous night when 
the corporal arrived and stated that he had come 
to disarm thp i)olice. Silvestre Tomines became 
inunediately abusive and threatened the corporal, 
who started to go up a flight of rlops into the tri- 
bunal. Silvestn^ grabbed a police riot shotgun 
from the gun rack aiid fired pointblank at the cor- 
poral, but missed his mark. I'andemonium then 
broke loose. The Constabulary soldiers who were 
\v\lh the corporal and who had previously loaded 
their rifles fired at Silvestre and several others wh( 
liad secured arms and had run to his assistance, 
and a general fusilade began between the soldiers 
on one hand, and Silvestre Tomines, Alejandro To- 
mines, a cousin of Manuel, the bandit, Francisco 
Acosta, brothcM- to wife of Tcmiines, Benito Acosta, 
also a cousin, and Espeiidion Landay, Lieutenant of 
the barrio of Tomines, who had come into the town 
en masse with the bandits the night before, on 
the other. The vice-i)residente, Homualdo Rome- 
na, was in th(^ tril)unal, but stated that when he saw 
Silvestre Tomim^s fire through the door at tiie cor- 
poral and tho g(Mieral shooting bogan, he jumped 
out of llie window, lie was implicated in the fra- 
cns but. turned states evidence and stated that To- 
mines' brothers and other relatives in the town 
had aided him in every way ])(>ssible. Several eye 
witnesses of the affair of the night befon*, also 
testified that tln^y had seen Silvestre Tomines, his 
cousin, and also Francisco Acosta, in company with 
the bandits on that night with guns in their hands 
and described the kinds of guns they carried. One 
municipal ])oliceman also made the same state- 

m^wit. 

It was undoubtedly a good thing for the prov- 
ince of Isabela and the whole Cagayan Valley that 
these men brought about their own death as they 
did, for they were all notoriously bad, working 
against the government and doing everything in 
their power to aid the Tomines insurrection both 
oi)enly and in an underhanded way. No constab- 
ulary soldiers were killed or wounded in this en- 
gngement. 

On the night of March 27th, Manuel Tomines, 
was captured while making a visit to his brother's 
house in Naguilian to get food and clothes. Th(^ 



capture was effected by Liutenants Mclx^an and 
Collins wuth Sub-Inspector Fernandez and two en- 
listed men. Notice of Tomines* i)resence in Naguilian 
was received late at night and the detachment went 
immediately to the house and surrounded it. Lieute- 
nant McLean entercnl the house by the back door 
and Collins by the front, while Fernandez and the 
two men stood on guard outside. Tomines was 
found sitting on the edge of a bed with his revolver 
in his hand, but he was apparently dozing. Mc- 
Lean leaped some 20 feet across the room and 
wretich the revolver from Tomines' hand ll)efore 
the bandit could fire. They f(dl to the floor toge- 
ther. McLean admitted later that hie did not know 
whose throat was being held: the bandit's or his 
own until Collins pried his fingens loose from To- 
mines' throat, McLean held a tighter grip on the 
•ba.ndit's throat than he knew. The first words the 
bandit uttered, after McLean's hand had been re- 
moved from his throat was to mention the name 
of the Savior in English. This was about all they 
could get out of him that night and he continued re- 
peating it. lie afterwards stated that he had been 
taught that expression by the American deserter 
Sibley. 

Tomines' entire band was captured or killed » 
except five men who remained with Sibley. To- 
mines was sentenced to death and most of his fol- 
lowers and supporters were given long terms of 
imprisonment. 

Sibley with five men went to the mountains' 
back of Dumabato and took with, him all the p(»ople 
from the Ilongots rancherias or towns of Duma- 
bato, Mangrad, Tamsi, l^anipagan, and Cagada- 
ngan. These ])eople sheltered and protected him. 

THE RAID ON TAAL, BATANGAS 

About sunset of January 5, 1905, Montalan, with 
his own band and the bands of Vito, Masigla and 
De Vega, marched up the main street of Taal; dis- 
armed the municipal i)olice who made but a sem- 
blance of resistance; murdered one policeman; and 
looted the municipal treasury. Most of the towns- 
people remained (juietJy in their houses, but a few^ 
openly fraternized with the bandits, who finally de- 
paiited with twenty lifles, fifteen shotguns and 
about seven thousaiul pesos. 

When news of this raid reached Manila the 
provinces Of Cavite, Batangas, Rizal and Laguna 
were organized into a provisional distiict, and the 
Chief Supply Officer, the only Assistant Chief 
available who could command both the Scouts and 
Constabulary, took charge of it. His headquarters 
were established at Katangas, but moved sucessively 
to Tanauan, Lipa and Bacoor. 

THE SEIZURE OF MRS. TRIAS AND TWO 
CHILDREN IN CAVITE 

In the twilight of January 24, 1905, the bands of 
(Continued on poffc ^0) 
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M()!italan, FelizanJo, Do Veprn, Maaipla, and Vito 
inidod San Fiancisco do Malabon. Of the consi- 
derable Constalndary stationed there some were 
pn parin^r for a nighVs hike, others, includinj^ the 
officers, were scattered through the town, eating or 
Jonnginjr. The discipline was low and little pre- 
cnntion wa.s taken against surprise. A small de- 
tachment of Scout soldiers who were there engaged 
in .shii)ping Army property formed no part of the 
garrison but took part in the fighting that fol- 
1o\v(h1. 

The ladrones who had disguised themselves in 
Constabulary and Scout uniforms, rushed the cuar- 
t(>l and ihim withdrew to the far side of the ])laza 
wlKue they kei)t up a fire on the Constabulary and 
Scouts, who d(^lended the cuartel and officers' 
quaiteis, wdiile others looted the house and seized 
th(^ wife and Iavo little children of Mariano Trias. 
Trias himself escaped by flight. The outlaws with- 
drowj in good order, divided their plunder and then 
scatteiTd. Tlie loot consisted of Trias' money and 
jewelry, two thousand pesos of municipal funds, 
ov<u'l one thoir'^and rounds of ammunition and 
tw<^nly-five carbines. In the skirmishing, Contract 
Surgeon O'Neill and one constable were killed and 
thieve cf)nslabl(^s wounded. The loss of the outlaws 
was consideral)le. but no reliable information Jis 
to their strength and casualties could be obtained. 

ACTIVITIES IN SAMAR 

At the tinu^ of the surrenider of the insurgents 
in Samar to l^»rigadier-Genera! Frederick Grant m 
1901, there still remained uncai)tured and at large 
certain ladrones— "Pope" Pablo alias Pablo Bular, 
Antonio Anugar, Pedro de la Cru7_al\ distinguish- 
ed Q\cn during the Spanish regime. They were 
ouMaws and leaders of the Dios-Dios fanatical 
s(hI,. Later their forces were materially strength- 
en<Ml by a very slirewd individual who called him- 
self Ein1(iue Hagohob. 

This man, assuming the customs and methods 
of the Pulajans, was given considerable latitude by 
th(» veteran chiefs. In point of education, he was 
superior to all. Crossing from the Gandara to the 
JK^adwaters of the Oras and Dolorc^s, he soon made 
himself master of that region by reason of his 
cruelties, superiority of his arms, and his power of 
organization. His success in getting upwards of 
siNty carbines from the 38th Compnay of Scouts 
in the two engagements at Oras and Dolores, at the 
mouths of the rivers of the same names, gave him 
and the pulajan cause great prestige. This out- 
Imydk was attributed to several causes, one of which 
was the alleged unjust treatment by merchants and 
the barrio officials. It was plainly evident 
that there was no movement aimed at the Govern- 
m(^nt of the Islands and that there were people in 



the mountains who did not sympathize with the 
leaders and agitators of the pulajans. A force of 
Constabulary went up the river to (piell the dis- 
turbance, but a grievous mistake was made by the 
officer in command by detaching a small force of 
twenty enlisted men under a non-commissioned of- 
ficer, who placed his detachment in the disturbed 
zone. The detachment was set upon by several 
hundred pulajans, armed with bolos, and was driven 
to the river, with the loss of two men and eight 
guns. The guns were lost in the river by the Con- 
stabulary trying to escape in canoes. This was the 
beginning of real trouble in Samar. Later a de- 
tachment of thirteen Constabulary soldiers escort- 
ing refugees down the river in barotos, was fired 
upon from the river bank, A severe fight followed 
in which eight Constabulary soldiers were killed 
and eleven guns lost. Captain Cary I. Crockett 
heard the firing and with his detachment of fifteen 
Constabulary, was soon engaged in what proved to 
be a most sanguinary combat. Although he and 
six of his men were seriously wounded, he defeat- 
ed the pulajans, killing forty-one of the fanatics 
and capturing four guns. 

About this time the pulujan emisaries began 
their work in the vicinity of Catubig in the north- 
east corner of the province. The uprising receivc<l 
further impetus by the burning of the town of 
Oras and the killing of thirteen scouts, from whom 
eight guns were captured. The situation was fur- 
ther made truly alarming and serious by the mas- 
sacre of Lieutenant Ilayatt and his entire detach- 
ment of forty-seven scouts and the seizure of all 
their arms-. This one fight incrc^asod the number 
of arms in the hands of the pulajans by one hundred 
percent. American soldiers, Scouts, and Constab- 
ulary were then ordered to the island in large num- 
bers, but the armed pulajans received no severe 
blow until Captain Stacy and his company of the 
21st Infantry ami Captain Taylor and his company 
of Scouts with Lieut. Sulse of the Constabulary 
acting as guide, worked their way through the 
woods and fell suddenly on the camp of the most 
famous of the pulajan leaders, Enricpie de Dago- 
job, and administered severe punishment, killing 
Dagojob and nearly one hundred of liis men and 
capturing eight carbines. The death of Dagojob, 
virtually put an end to aggressive movements of 
the pulajans of the great district of the northeast 
portion of the province of Samar. 

THE TREACHERY OF THE PULAJANS AT 
MAGTAON, SAMAR 

On January 1, 1906, a small detachment of 
Constabulary w^as stationed at Magtaon at the re- 
(piest of the Provincial Governor, Hon. George W. 
Curry, to relieve a company of Scouts. On learning 
that a band of pulajans had mobilized near by he 
made offers of terms if they would surrei\der.

Native drink was brouc^ht forth, hogs 
were kilh^l, danc^iuR with shield and spear was m- 
dulg(Hl in and the drinkiup lasted far into the 
night or until all the warriors fell exhausted fiom 
their wild and barbaric jubilee. As with the Amer- 
ican Indians, tlu^ dances and songs of the Non- 
Christian warriors were a recital of their deeds; 
the old men participating and telling how they 
did it in the go<^d old days-tauntiug the youi^r mm 
with tales of great valor. The women, too, joined 
in and danced and chided the young men with lack- 
ing in the spirit of the former days, and encour- 
aged them to go and show their mettle. 

Among those who lived contiguous to the 
(Jonstabulary stations the same spirit of barbarism, 
although restrained, was still manifest, and hostile 
demonstrations frequently made the life of offi- 
cers and men one of constant vigilance which de- 
manded the greatest of self-control and courage. 

To overcome the propensities to make raids 
on tlie Christian settlements and to take Christian 
heads it was (pilte essential that officers should 
endeavor to prevent war between tribes. Courage 
and good judgment were necessary and the work 
demanded the very best officers in the service. 
Peace pow-wows were frequently held with con- 
stabulary officer's presiding. General C. E. Na- 
thorst, then Captain, was recognized as the most 
successful of all Constabulary officers in making 
peace at these ))ow-wows. i 

At the conferences, each tribe presented its 
advocates who chided each other with being wo- 



men, and cowards, and boasts were made of the 
number of heads taken. Threats were freely ex- 
changed and in many instances it seemed ajl 
though the peace conference would end in an open 
fight. Peace pacts were not overly binding, but 
Avere seldom broken without due notice. 

The tact and understanding of the psychology' 
of the Igoro;ttes and other liead-hunting tribes on 
the part of General Nathorst did much to prevent 
this barbaric tribal pastime from becoming more 
widespread in the Non-Christian regions. Gen- 
eral Nathorst, in the iialycon days when he was a 
captain, succeeded in keeping the number of be- 
headings down to minimum by enlisting into the 
service various warriors from the different 
tribes, thereby exerting an influence over all of 
them. A story is told of General Nathorst which 
illustrates just what a problem he faced in his 
work of keeping heads on their respective bodies. 
He haled an old Kalinga Chief before him one 
day to see if he could not induce Wm to bury tlie 
hatchet and dispense with the head-hunting proc- 
livities of his people. 

**Chief, this head-hunting must be slopped. 
Pm warning you now. I want you and your peo- 
ple to stop taking Iieads*', General Nathorst be- 
gan. 

"i3ut we can't stop now", the Chief answered 
with all the seriousness becoming a man of his i)o- 
sition '*You see we lost seven heads last year and 
we have not yet gotten back any'\ 

**But can't you see that if you take back some 
heads the other side will try to get some nun^e of 
your own. Besides, I know you won't stop at tak- 
ing ^even heads; you'll take as many as yon can." 
**N()", tlie ('hief answered. **'.f the other sido 
will agree, we'll just get back the seven heads wo 
lost last year and call things even." And Gen- 
eral Nathorst sensed the futility of endeavoring to 
])ersuade the old chieftain to hang up his head- 
axe and to let the seven heads go as uncolU^ctabld 
debts. So it was one circle of head taking after 
another. Yet, General Nathorst's diplomacy, tact, 
patience and keen sense of humor practically put 
a stop to this barbaric custom. 

The borders of Ilocos Norte and the great 
prairies of the Cagayan river Valley were the 
5:cenes of murderous deeds by the Kalinijas, Gad- 
dangs, and Apayaos. During the year 1908, Apa- 
yaos invaded Ilocos Norte on three different oc- 
casions taking one head. They took two heads 
from Claveria, Cagayan, four from Lapu and four 
from Mallabu. The Igorrotes took five heads 
from Amayao, and Kalingas four from Addang, 
and three from Liang. Nine murders were report- 
ed from Isabela, most of them supposed to have 
been committed by Kalingas. Kalingas took th^ 
head of a bandmasiter of Enrile while he was out 
hunting. Falangao took three heads from Maya- 
yao and the latter one from Falangao. Lias and 
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HarliK (^xchaiigod n head and Mnyayao 
Inst a li^ad to the GaddanRs. Sny^^al 
nnirders were committed in Abra, I)ut 
|},oy were not proven as proi)erly char^nMl 
to the wild trihe?^. Tuao, in Caravan, 
^vas entered by Kalin^^as and an old wo^ 
man and a child were killed. Two fresh 
hrads were seen in Abfuao. Many cases 
were never re]M)rted and in maiiy in- 
stances rancherias would not report the 
loss of a head, but waited an opporl unity 
l„ ^r(>t oven. IbM-e then were forty four 
JK-ids lliat were known to have hvru lost 
(liiritiir ilie year and as a tribe nev(M- I'or- 
jrots a loss they will serve as bones of con- 
l.'iition for years to come. vSome ranclie- 
n'ac si ill refuse to make peace b'Tause 
thoy Insl heads back in the Spanish times. 

l.EYTR PULAJANS 

Shortly before 'dayli^rht on June 19, 
llior), i\ lar^e force of ])ula.jans, armed 
with fiv(^ or six rifles and under th(^ h^ad- 
orship of Felipe Ydos, attacked the mu- 
nicipal police station in the pueblo of P,u- 
ranon, Leyte. The attack was a complete 
Finpriso, and resulted in the death o^ five 
policouKMi, the wounding of seven others, 
nnd th(» capture of fourteen of the fifteen 
liflrs with which the police were armed. 

The pulajans made no attempt to rol) or 
molest the people of the town, their prin- 
cipal (objects bei!]^^ to destroy the muni- 
cipal records, secure th(^ arms of the po- 
lice and wreak vengeance upon that or- 
•/.'Uiiznlion. Aft(>r romaiiiin^' in the town 
nhoui two hours the i)nnd retired to the 
mnnatains. 

Upon the receipt in 1\acloban of infor- 
mation of this raid, Lieut. L. E. elackson 
of the ('onstabnlai-y i)i-ocee(led with all 
liastp to Burauen with a force of twelve 
men. Two companies of Cebu Consta- 
hulary under Major Nevill arrived in P>u^ 
raucn on June 2:?. Two com])anies of 
Ponstahnlnry were ordored from Samar 
to Leyte, one Roinjr to Tunpra and the 
nth(M' to Ormoc. 

An expedition from Burauen duriny: 
the last week in June found no trace of 
Ibe pulajans. On July 6 Major Neville 
v.ilh one ('ebu ('ompany attacked a 
st ronjdy entrenched position at Man^ata- 
ra, ahout one and a half days march west 
from Ihirauen, and lost seven men who 
'V(»r(» sr\er(dy wj^unded as a result of fall- 
njr int(» pitfalls filled wilh bamboo rpears. 
Thr» position was considered too slrongf 
to nttenu)t further assault without a L'UTo 
force, and operations were suspended 
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|)(Mi(li!i<T: reinforc'c^niojit. 

On July 11 the i)ulajnns^ abandoned their strong- 
iiold in J\Ian<ratnra upon the ai)proach of the re- 
infore^Ml column of Constnhulnry. Operations con- 
linufd in the mountains unlil the IGth of July when 

I he r()?]s(ahulary returned to JUn'auen. 

()!i Ihe niorning of July 17 a force of pulajans 
Vv^'; r(M>orte(l in the barrio of Patock, betwecMi Da- 
jvanii and I^astrana, presumed to l)e tlie main body 
\\\u\rv l''(»lipe Ydos. This body was followed by Cap- 
tain Ivoazley from Dagami but the trail was lost 
after I wo days. At the same time another force 
<5r i)ulajans was reported near and to tluj west of 
IJuraucn. Lieut. Williams pursued this latter band 
and camo u[)on their rear west of Burauen and suc- 
<*(mm!(>(I in killin|r one atid capturing* a coiisiderable 
<inanlily of rice and otiier supplies. 

On Ihe morning of July 21 information w^as re- 
c(mv(m1 at I{ui*au(»n of a small party of pulajans a 
shorl distance to the northwest. Lieut. Williams, 
with i^'eut. Worswick, American Scout McBride, 
and thi)ty-ff)ur nu^n of the 2nd ('o. of Cebu, went 
in ))ur:uit of tlus band and attacked them about 
two niil(\s w(\st of the voad between Burauen and 
Dnpjirni. Instead, of a smaH party of pulajans, 
Ihis l)and ])roved to numl)er several hundred, the 
larj-rcr ])orti()n of wiiich swung aroinid and rushed 
lh(^ ( ■()nstal)ulary from the flank. At the same 

II nu^ a I'ush was made from the. front. The Con- 
.^ tabulaiy w^as overwhelmed but an effort was made 
hy Li(M(l. Willaims to effect a rally; in this lie was 
paitiallv successful. Tlu; pulajans forced the Coti- 
h'tabulary back, killed Lieut. Worswick, American 
Scout IMcBride and twelves enlisted men and cap- 
turc^d their arms. Lieut. Willianis, with fourteen 
m(M) whom he liad ralli(Ml, were^^mable to get into 
r>uiau(Mi as the pulajans blocked the way. lie 
thcM-efore h' aded for Dagami where he obUiined 
rcMuforcemiMits and returticd at once to the field. 
Mij'Jit (Mdistrd men who were uitablc to join Lieut. 
Williams' rally made their way into Burauen. 

As coiKiitions continued to grow worse, the 
military was called upon to aid the civil autlior- 
ities, and oti the morning' of th^ day following the 
fight just descrii)ed one platoon of Captain Mc- 
]\Tast(M-'s company of the 24th Ijiifarttry, under his 
personal command, ai riV:ed Ju -fiurauen ; another 
platoon, undcir command *oi^ fJeut. Silcox, arrived 
in Tabontabon on the same{,fli^y» -:^ 

The people of Buraueii rendered Major Nevill 
( veiy assistance, and on the mornmg ^f the 22nd. 
infoi-mation was rc^^ived that .t|i)g pulajans had 
spent the previous night \\\ San victor. At six 
o'clock in the evening Major Nevill. with 50 con- 
stabulary, and Captain: IMcRra|ter, with, his en- 
tire^ company, arrivcnl in Tabontabon Where infor- 
mation was obtained that tlu^ pulajans were re- 
portcMl to have left the barrio San Vicente, to the 
southeaf^t of Tabontabon, \\K\\\ (the intention of 
attacking Burauen. Major Nevill and Captain 



McMaster returned immediately to Burauen in 
hope of heaxling them off, arriving there at three 
o'clock the following morning. This movenuMit 
caus(Hl Ihe pulajans to tro in the direction of J)u- 
lag. A detaclmient of the 24th Infmlry from 
Tacloban arrived in Dulag in time to deter thii pu- 
lajans from attacking that i)lace anil tHoy pvo- 
ceeded in the direction of T')'^^^*^^- ^^"^' were re- 
jH)!'ted about three m^es from \}\?\ tow!i on the 
night f>f the 23rd. Captain Jones with a sn^ill 
detachnuMit of Constabulary and a detachment of 
th.e 2Uh Infantry was sent out that night from 
'facloban and arrived in Tolosa in tinu^ to ])rc- 
vcnl an attack there. 

Information was received 'oy Major Nevill and 
Captain McMaster in lUinuuMi that the ])ulujans 
were near Tolosa, they left at 7:"0 lh(» morning 
of th(» 2/lth for Tabontabo]i. 

This column consisted of Major Nevill, liieut. 
Jeancon, Lieut. Williams and Sub-lnspectoi' Yasay, 
with fifty ('onstabulary and Captain McMast(»r 
witli twenty-six men of ('o. "K" 24th Infantry. 
F(^lipe Tamayo, the outlaw who liad ))ut recently 
surrend(M*e(l to the authorities, w^as in charge^ of a 
detachment of bolomen who acted as scouts and 
si)ies. 

Upon arrival at the river near Tabontabon, 
Tamayo reported the presence of ])idajans in that 
l)arrio, and Captain McMaster, who was in the ad- 
vance, ])ushed ahead with six of his men and four 
(Constabulary. Major Nevill and the main column 
closed up as rapidly as possible. After cros:^ing 
th(» livei- Maj<u' Nevill ol)served that the pulajans 
w(M'e breaking from in front of Ca])tain McMaster 
and doubling back on both flanks. \\v thereupon 
rallied the main body. Th(» rally was scarc(4y com- 
pleted when the two flanking columns of pulajans 
united in Ihe rear and charged in a body. Th(» act- 
io!i was ^('\ow\ the pulajans making thr(^(» dis.tint't 
chai'ges, nevertheless they were unable to with- 
stand the fire of the soldiers although sonn^ fell 
dead wdthin a few feet of the objective point aful 
flung their bolos when they fell at the government 
tro()j)s. 

All this time Captain McMaster with his small 
d(t achment was about twenty-five yards distant, 
fighting off the pulajans and endeavoring to fall 
back on the main body. His little party was more 
than once in a critical situation and it became ne- 
cessaiy for them to use the butt of their guns. 

The engagement lasti^l about one-half hour, 
and at its termination forty dead pulajans were 
found in the immediate vicinity while five or six 
w(uinded were found in the brush near by. Six 
dead pulajans were found after the action; and re- 
l)orts contimuilly came in of many more wounded 
who had i)resented themselves in various towns.

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ie From The Chief 



On August eighth, 1931, the Constabulary will ^lave endured for 
thirty years. While no officer nor soldier has served the full span of 
years; Colonel Sweet, Lieutenant-Colonel Bactat, and I have weather- 
ed nearly as many years as the organization itself. We take 
tremendous pride in our long service. 

Under the tutelage of a fine group of American army officers, the 
Constabulary has survived the days of bandit chasing. We believe that 
our tutors made good stuff of us and we also believe that they in turn 
drew power and character from us. They shaped ourl early years and 
we in turn were part of the mold they grew in. We are proud of our 
Generals Allen, Bandholtz, Harbord, Nolan, Kilbourne, and a score of 
others. 

Our work to-day has little or no relation to that of thirty years 
ago. We are but infrequent bandit chasers in these days, but we can 
lay claim to the performance of nearly every other sort of known odd 
job. In the children's game of "doctor, lawyer, merchant, chief", we can 
qualify for all with the exception of merchant. Nobody ever accused a 
Constabulary officer of having the commercial touch! 

Our large proportion of Filipino officers is one of the most strik- 
ing changes in the Constabulary. The organization has become a ca- 
reer for the ambitious young Filipino. We appeal to a high type of 
young man and we are likely to continue to do so in an ever increasing 
scale. We have already produced among our older Filipino officers some 
splendid leaders and our younger men are fast treading upon their el- 
ders' heels. I have the highest hopes for the future of our organization. 
An army aviator said to me the other day, "In our flights all over 
the Philippines, the Constabulary are the first to greet us and the last to 
leave us. What we'd do without them, nobody knows!" We try to be 
just that omnipresent and useful to everybody in the Philippines. 

It has been a joy to me to be a Constabulary officer. I wish I had 
thirty years more to serve.

Delter known as ''The Tiger"" nnd the ''Old Man" 
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Qcneral Raihorsl "Qrew Up" 
With Qhe Service

Only three men remain in the service today 
who may lay claim to the honor of having practical- 
ly giown up with the service. One of these men 
is J>rigadier-General Charles E. Nathorst, Chief 
of Constabulary, known affectionately among his 
intimate friends as "The Tiger^^ and the ''Old 
Man". 

General Nathorst is a Swede by nationality, hav- 
ing been borii in Dagsholm, Sweden, on June 20. 
IHiVZ. During the Spanish-American War, how- 
ever, he was in Uncle Sam's forces and came to 
<he Philip])i!ies in 1898 as a nuunber of the 13th 
Minnesota Infantry, Volunteers. He served with 
this outfit as private and corporal from April 29, 
1898 to August 10, 1899. 

After Corporal Nathorst was mustered out of 
the United States Army he was employed by the mi- 
litaiy authorities to help rebuild the Manila-Dagu- 
pai] railroad. From 1900 to 1901 he was engaged 
in gold mining in Suyoc, Lepanto, Bontoc after 
which he joined the newdy organized Constabu- 
lary forces and was appointed Second Class 
Inspector on November 16, 1901, three months 
after the Constabulary was organized. Since 
that time he has been affiliaUnl with the or- 
ganization which he now so a))ly heads. General 
Nalhorst was promoted to first lieutenant on 
July 1, 1902 and made a captain on December 1, 
VM):\, On September 23, 1908, ho w^as elevated to 
tlie rank of major and on July 9, 1914, he was made 
a li''utenant-colonel and assistant chief of Constab- 
ulary, lie was promoted to a full colonelcy on May 
J 5, 1917. Uiion the death of General Rafael Crame 
he was appointed Brigadier-General and Chief on 
January 2, 1927. 

Throughout his career as a Constabulary of- 
fk'i'v General Nathorst has dis])layed his ability as 
an executive and a leader, demonstrating qualities 
of a man full of vigor and yet one of sound judg- 
m(^nt and tine ability to draw people to him. 

General Nathorst fully demonstrated his tact. 
and executive ability during the time when he serv- 
ed a.mong the Igoirottes. Due to his efforts, the 
various tribes of northern Luzon gave up, to a great 
exh^nt, tluMr pastime of head-luuiting. His work 



among these peoples of the Mountain Province will 
always be recalled when mention is made of the 
work of leading the semi-barbaric tribes towards 
civilized existence. 

General Nathorst has rightly earned the title of 
"Traveling Chier. No Chief of the Constabulary 
has conduct((l so many inspections, or covered so 
much tei'rit(»ry in the course of inspecting out-of- 
the-way posts as has General Nathorst during his 
four year's incumbency. Under his able direction 
the Constabulary has assumed the duties and re- 
sponsibilities imposed upon it and accomplished its 
multifarious tasks with efficiency and satisfac- 
tion despite the many obstacles which confront it. 

Evidences of the satisfactory work of General 
Nathorst throughout his Constabulaiy career arf 
found in the efficiency reports of the late General 
Rafael Crame which read : 

''Dec. 31, 1922-Col Charles E. Nathorst's service in 
the Constabulary has been continuous since Nov. 16,: 190], 
During this long period of service, this officer's * duties 
have been such that only twice has he taken advanta^^o 
of privilege (;f accrued leave. Having served in various 
capacities as Senior Inspedtor of different provinces, 
Lieut. Governor and Governor of Lopanlo-Bontoc, Asst' 
District Chief and District Chief, Inspector, Insportor 
General, Assl. to the Chief of Constabulary and Chief of 
Staff, this officer's knowledge of Constabulary duties is 
absolutely thorough and superior to that of any officer in 
the servMce. He is loyal to his Chief and Ko the Govern- 
ment, always on duty, devoting his entire time and effort^ 
toward the improvement of the Constabulary as an orga- ' 
nization and to the service of the people of the Philippine ^ 
Islands.— II. CRAME.

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The Constabulary Academy: Its Purposes, 
Its Growth, and Its Future

The koy-nole of military offi- 
jclency ia discipline. The Consta- 
bulary Academy was established 
and is maintained for the purpose 
of training its cadets, all of whom 
nre candidates for commissions in 
the arnuMJ service of their coun- 
try, in habits of discipline — mili- 
tary discipline, physical discipline. 
di8cij)line of character, and disci- 
pline of mind. One of the main 
reasons why so much stress is laid 
on profici(^ncy in higher mathema- 
tics in this Academy, as in all re- 
putable military training institu- 
tions, is that proficiency in that 
Hubject cannot be attained witii- 
out the application of systematic 
Industry and concentrated effort. 
In a few words proficiency in so- 
lid geometry, trigonometry, aTialy- 
tics and so forth, demands one 
hundred percent of mental disci- 
pline. With very rare exceptions 
the cadet who believes he can at- 
tend the '^talkies" two or Ihree 
limes a week, and sciuander four 
or five hours a week writing senti- 
mental billets-dovx to some bright- 
pyed, fascinating flapper, and still 
make the grade in advanced mathe- 
matics, is indulging in a ])ipe- 
dream. In the career of a serious- 
minded cadet, scholastic, physi- 
cal, and military achievement 
should rate about 99 per cent; 
frirlfl about 1 per cent. If a cadet 
attains discipline of character he 
will automatically attain physical, 
mental and professional discipline 
for his character will be such that he will not allow 
anything to stand in the wa.v 
ciency and achievement. 

, In all countries, from time immemorial, mili- 
tary acliievement has been given the highest re- 
cognition in their historic aimals. The student 
who delves into the national archives of whsltever 
country will find that nearly fifty percent of the 
outstanding figures of ancient, medieval, or mo-

dcrn times have been men who have achieved fame 
in military leadership aTid prowess. Probably more 
than any other single element in human history 
wars and battles have been the making, or the un- 
doing, of empires, states, and nations. Looking 
backward we find conspicuous in the upbuilding of 
nationhood and the expansion of empire such mi- 
litary leaders as Scipio Africanus, Alexander the 
Great, Julius Caesar, William the Conqueror, Char- 
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lemagne, Henry the Fifth of England, Sir Francis 
Drake, Marlborougli, Napoleon Bonaparte, Lord 
Nelson, George Washington, the Duke of Welling- 
ton, Ulysses Grant, IMarshal von Moltke, and a ho-.t 
of others. Humanly speaking their fame is imm^r- 
laK Scipio and C'ai^sar were, between them, I ho 
the makers of the Roman Empire. William the 
First, Drake, Marlborough, Nelson and Welling- 
ton, between them, laid the foundations of the 
world-wide power of the British Empire at Hast- 
ings, ill the defeat of the ''Invincible*' Armada, in 
Flanders, at Trafalgar and Waterloo. Washing- 
ton and Grant made the United States and se- 
cured its unity. Had Washington not been a sol- 
dier first, who can say but that the United States 
would not today be a member of the British com- 
monwealth of nations? Was it not the military 
foresight and genius of von Moltke that made it 
I)ossible for Bismarck to create of a number of 
(icrman petty stal(\s a mighty world power? What 
would have become of Lincoln's statesmanship 
without the impregnable rock of Grant's stubborn 
courage and relentless determination behind him? 

By the time this article appears in print over 
a hundred candidates will have taken the entrance 
examination for admission to the Academy as ca- 
dets (August, 1931). Every candidate must al- 
ready have received a diploma certifying that he is 
a graduate of a High School, or of some school 
or college whose scholastic standard is equivalent 
to that of a High School. Based on the results 
of previous years approximately 20 percent of the 
candidates will make qualifying grades, and as 
many of the successful ones as are required to fill 
vacancies left by the graduating class will be ad- 
mitted. These fortunate ones will have three years 
of hard work and strict military discipline ahead 
of them. They will enter the Academy as raw ma- 
terial. It will be the aim of the Faculty to turn 
them out as finished products. Those cadets who 
come in with a detennination to apply themselves 
with industry and perseverance to their scholas- 
tic studies and military duties need have no fear 
as to the ultimate result. Those who come in with 
a notion that the Academy is a place to have a good 
time, swagger around giving the girls an eyefull, 
a!id live high, will soon find they have another 
guess coming. During his three years at the Aca- 
demy every cadet will ])rove w^hethcr he will be 
rated a 'Mop-notcher'' after he gets his commission 
or whether he will be an "also-ran''. Ability, in- 
dustry, and good conduct are the things that count 
at the Academy. l\)litical "pull" carries no weight. 
I'rovirled a cadet j^nts his academic work, is snappy 
at drill, is always on time, behaves himself as a ca- 
det and a gentleman should, and keeps himself in 
sound physical condition, it matters not an iota whe- 
ther his father or his uncle is a Nacionalista-Cons(^- 



lidado or Democrata or Independista. Politics 
have no place in the curriculum. They should nave 
no place in the Service. The Constabulary is the 
"armed force" of the Government of the Islands. 
Its members perform the functions and duties of 
soldier-police. Their business is to preserve law 
and order, to be ever ready to render efficient ser- 
vice in times of trouble or disaster, such as destruc- 
tive storms, earthquakes or volcanic eruptions, epi- 
demics like cholera or rinderpest, communistic dis- 
turbances, famine, etc., and to be prepared in case 
of need to defend the state against internal rebel- 
lion or external agression. The whole purpose and 
effort of the Academy and its instructors are to 
train the cadets with those ends in view. There 
are few careers open to the young men of the Phil- 
ippines that open up greater opportunities for use- 
ful service, honorable distinction, and (r/entual 
position as the Constabulary. 

Since the coming of the Americans thirty 
three years ago the United States people, through 
their representalives in Washington and in the 
Islands, have year by year faithfully and con- 
Bistently accorded to the Filipino ))eople a more 
generous, a more liberal, and a more expan- 
sive measure of self-government. Tlie result 
has been political and economic progress, higher 
standards of living, freedom of speech, freedom of 
thought, and equality of opportunity. When the 
writer joined the Constabulary as a shavetail twen- 
ty-eight years ago (the ])resent Chief being his sen- 
ior inspector — and a newly fledged captain) ap- 
proximately 90 percent of the officers were Amer- 
icans and 10 percent Filipinos. Today about 1)5 
percent are Filipinos and 5 percent Americans. A 
similar condition applies generally throughout the 
government service. There has been no indication 
to justify a belief that the United States will 
change its super-liberal policy. On the contrary 
there is every probability that it will contimie to 
grant wider autonomy as tlie years go on. With 
the continued development of "nationhood" in the 
Filipino people it is logical to pre<lict that the arm- 
ed service will similarly expand and develop, and 
will become more and more the national instru- 
ment for the preservation of the political integrity 
and security of the state. In a few words the Con- 
stabulary will become the national force of the 
Philippines in the same way, relatively, as the U. 
S. army and navy are the national forces of the 
sovereign authority. It should be the aim of all 
concerned to vest wider responsibility and compel 
greater integrity and efficiency in the nuinicipal 
police. As local governments become better versed 
and more efficient and reliable in the administra- 
tion of local affairs the suppression of crime and the 
convictions of criminals should become, in greater

It is understood that })lans are under consi- 
deration for a reorganiz ition of the Constabulary 
with a view to its greater efficiency as the armed 
force of tho goveriiment. Such reorganization 
will conform to the changed economic and physical 
conditions ?n the Islands, with particular reference 
to impioved and expanded channels of communi- 
cation, and more effective and rapid methods of 
tiansportation. More and better roads, motor- 
cars, mr>tor~wagons, motor-cycles, faster steam- 
ships, and improved harlvorworks have speeded up 
the ])ossibilities of mobilization and transportation 
all nloujT the line. A provincial commander can 
now tour his province in twenty four hours, where, 
twenty years ago, it took him a week; a detach- 
ment can be sent to a point of trouble in a few 
hours, where formerly several dyas would have 
been necessai'y. A reduction of the number of 
Constabulary posts, and a relative increase in the 
strength of companies and garrisons consequently 



seems logical. This would obviously bring about 
an improvement in the training of l)oth officers 
and eidisted men, for it would double the number 
of men available for drill, field exercises, and other 
militai'y instruction. Compare a company of ^15 
with one of 72 rank and file. In the first cas(\ 
allowi?ig an average of 12 on patrol, 6 on guard, 1^ 
sick, 1 on furlough, and 4 on "coffcuvcooli ng" jobs, 
you have 10 available for parade. In th(^ second 
case you have the same number (^xcuscmI, and 'IH 
on piirad(i — or about the ocjuivalent of an army 
platoon at war strength. The average com]iany 
commander will very soon find that instructing 19 
men in close and extended order drill, in carrying 
out tnctical problems, and in other mimic warfare, 
day after day, is a monotonous bore. The men 
themsleves an> not interest(;d, and they lose sna]>. 
But with 46 men at his disposal the officer can 
instil both vigor and variety into his military train- 
ing. 

The corps of cadets is organized as a company 
and is designated at the Academy as the C'ompany 
of Cadets, just as, at West Point, the body of ca^ 
dots is known as the Battalion of Cadets is main- 
ly along military lines, with particular stress on 
company training. The scholastic l?istruction in- 
cludes Law (Constitutional, administrative, crim- 
inal, and medical). General Ifist,ory, English, ad- 
vanced Mathematics, Spanish, Military hygiene and 
sanitation, elementary Enigine<^ring, Ma])ping, and 
Military Science with s])(»cial reference to tlie 
school of the Company. The Academy has recent- 
ly acquired the barracks on the lower parade ground 
at Camp Henry T. Allen, formerly occupied by the 
^Ist Company. The upper floor is being convert- 
ed into a lecture and Rvssembly hall aiid indoor 
gymnasium, and beginning with the academic year 
commencing September ls,t, the classes in Eng- 
lish. History, and Current Events will be consoli- 
dated and lectures will be delivered to the entire 
(^omimny of Cadets in these subject.s, thus sub- 
stituting university methods in place of high- 
school methods, wherever practicable. 

In bringing this article to a conclusion tJie 
writer desires to extend the good wishes of him- 
self and the members of the faculty for happiness, 
health, and honorable achievement to the gradua- 
ting class of 1931, and a cordial welcome to the in- 
coming class of 1934.

The I'liilipi)i!U' C'otistubiiiary ^vas one of the 
children of the masterly brain of the Honorable 
lAiko E. Wrip:ht and one of the Kilter of his many 
statesmanlike contributions to the success of 
American government in the Islands. Recognizini^r 
the fact that the army had neither the will nor the 
organization to ^\o police service, or take part in 
Ihe maintenance of order and suppression of 
crime, that its Joi) was to put down armed insurrec- 
tion that had got beyond the control of the civil 
authorities, he called Governor Taft's attention to 
the fact that if he failed to have an insular police 
force, responsible to him, whose duty it was to 
maintain public oider, his government and the 
American effoit to ostablish it in tiie Islands was 
sure to result in disastrous failure. And il was 
only a f(nv days afier the transfer of executive 
authority lo Governor 1^aft that the Commission 
with the approval of the Secretary of War, enacted 
the law creating an insular police force which be- 
came known vs the Philippine Constabulary. This 
force is similar in some respects to the mounted 
police of the British northwest territories of Am- 
erica, and it is intiTesting to note that it was or- 
jranized in advance of the creation of any slate 
l>olice in any State of the Union, with the exco]) 
tion of the Texas Ilangcn-s. This example has been 
since followed, and several states including Pen- 
sylvania. New York, and Massachusetts, now main- 
tain such forces. 

General Henry T. Allen, tlien an extremely 
able captain of cavalry in the regular United Slatc-^ 
Army, was selected for the work of organization. 
Four other army captains were cliosen to assist 
him, among whom Harry T. Bandholtz and James 
G. Harbord, by reason of their later achievements, 
stand out prominently. For officers General Allen 
selected Americans wdio had some military training, 
some of whom had been volunteer officers, and a 
still larger numlxu- of men chosen from the noncom- 
missioned rank of the United States Army. He put 
them through a course of special training, and sent 
tliem out to organize, drill and discipline carefully 
selected native enlisted men for the maintetnnce of 
order in the Islands.

To organize and train the band the 
services of William H. Loving were secured, an 
American negro of exceptional nmsical talent and 
impressive personality, a graduate of the Boston 
Conservatory of Music, later given the rank of 
major.

larly on the Luneta, tlie principal pai'k in Manila,';

The Constabulary also was the reliance of the 
llureau of Health for quarantine guards and assis- 
tance in combating epidemic diseases, especially 
cholera. It was also employed in the enforcement of 
measujTS by the Bureau of Agriculture in quaran- 
lines ajrainst anthrax, foot-and-mouth disease, glan- 
ders, linderpest, and surra among domestic ani- 
mals. The quarantine against rinderpest required 
greatei' forces than the Constabulary was able to 
supply, and for this purpose the army was called 
upon for Scouts, who were used with great effect. 
The Constabulary riMidered valuable services in 
combaling the locust plague by organizing and as- 
sisting the people within the infested regions. 

In short, ihe ('onstabulary at one time or an- 
other lendered service to practically every branch 
of the government. It furnished guards for collect- 
ors of ])ublic revenue, disbursing officers, public land 
surveyors, and scientific parties on explorations, 
and for the transportation of lepers; it was used in 
the suppression of opium traffic and gambling and 
in the apprehension of vagrants. Its patrols covered 
every part of the archipelago and aggregated near- 
ly 750,000 miles annually. During the disastrous 
eruption of Mount Taal in January, 1911, in which 
al)out five hundred lives were lost and several towns 
wiped out by tidal waves and showers of mud and 
ashes, the Constabulary detachments in the sur- 
rounding country moved at once to the relief of th^ 
devastated region. 

MIXED COMPANIES 

The tribal peoples in northern Luzon proved 
themselves excellent as enlisted men. It was found 
eminently desirable to utilize in each region as in- 
sular police men who could speak the local dialect. In 
carrying out this policy, Bontocs, Ifugaos, and Ka- 
li ngas were enrolled in the Constabulary. They 
quickly adapted themselves to the service nad were 
especially noteworthy for their loyalty, endurance, 
and marksmanshi]). 

In th(^ Moro I'rovince, under the control of 
the United States Army, the Constabulary was not 
organized until the latter part of 1903, when Colo- 
nel James (f. Harbord undertook this duty. Genera!

The Constabulary continued to form its com.- 
panics of mixed Christian and Mohammedans and it 
is difficult to distinguish the average Christian Fi- 
lipino from the Mohammedan soldier or Constabu- 
lary officer. The men of the Moro Constabulary soon 
distinguished themselves by gallantry in field or.er- 
ations against outlaws, and notably in leading the 
attack by American troops on Sulu outlaws in the 
fiercely contested battle at Bud Dajo in 190»'. 

At first there were no Moros found who had 
sufficient education and other needed qualities to 
justify appointment as officers of Constabulary. 
The first such appointment was made in 1924. when 
a Sulu Moro received appointment as third iieute 
nant. 

OFFICERS MADE GOOD 

In his annual report for 1925, the Governor- 
General stated that there were at the end of the 
year in the Constabulary Academy two cadets 
from among the tribal peoples of northern Luzon in 
training for commission as officers. 

In some instances, in the regions occupied by 
tribal peoples where a very simple form of govern- 
ment was necessary. Constabulary officers were ;ip- 
pointed governors of districts, a practice which 
inured greatly to the ))ublic interest, facilitating^ 
the organization of local government as well as the 
establishment of public order. 

Official reports rarely portray the great con- 
structive work, the thrilling experiences and sacri- 
fices of the men who, possessing the rare qualities 
which make for success in such unusual undertak- 
ings, gave the best years of their lives to this pio- 
neer work. The roll of honor is a long one. In the 
Moro Province, as the Constabulary gradually took 
over more civil duties. Constabulary officers were 
appointed secretaries of districts under army offi- 
cers as governors, and replaced the latter in Lana'i 
and Sulu on the passing of the Moro Province entire- 
ly to civil control in the later part of 1913. Besides 
serving as governors these officers were also des- 
ignated eX'Oficio justices of the peace. This, while 
adding to their power, also added greatly to their 
burdens. In practice it worked well, and the offi- 
cers, both American and Filipino, with rare ex- 
ceptions displayed strength of character and a high 
sense of justice. 

At first the army did not look with favor on 
this military body under military directio!i. and 
with many military features in its organization and 
designation. Their attitude toward it varied from 
scoffing to resentment, particularly when a large 
number of Scout companies were detailed from the 
army to augment the command of the Constabula- 
ry officers.

REVOLT NIPPED IN THE BUI) 

The Constabulary officer, speaking the local 
dialect, socially ])rominent in his ])rovince, and 
liked and respected by his men, was p(»culiarly in a 
position to feel the popular ])ulse. No secret organ- 
ization was started in the Islands but one or more 
agents of the C'onstabulary eniolled among its mem- 
bers, and all its movements, views, and the persons 
concerned in the movement, whether its object were 
lawful or not, were know^n to the authorities. 

On one occasion, when General Ilarbord was 
acting chief, an organization which had been work- 
ing for months planned an insurrection. The night 
before the outbreak w^as to occur, six Filipinos were 
nd men of the Constabulary and invited to assemble in General Ilardbord's office, 

wdiere they found six chairs ])lac(Kl in a row and 
upon which they were told to sit. He then informed 
them that an insurrection was i)lanned to break out 
at ten-thirty the following morning, and that it would 
be the duty of the Constabulary to i)ut it down; thai 
there would be some loss of life attached to the 
l)rocess, and that probably a good many innocent 
lives would be lost because the real culprits in thes( 
movements usually acted under cover. lie informed 
them that in (his case, however, the real instigator! 
of the insurrection were known to the police, and 
that they would be the first men shot. With this in- 
formation he o|)ened the door and told them thej 
could go out and start their insuri*ection if thej 
wished. Six badly frightened conspirators spent th 



])lace to genrral api)roval and applause. 

During bis visit to Manila in 1907 Secretary 
Taft said of tlu^ Constabulary: 

"Win 11 I \v:i^ lute '^onu'iliiiiq: more than two years rip^o, 
tli<' complaint > n^iiinst that body \v(M-e numerous, emphatic 
and bitic)-. 1 promise?;!, on behalf of ilie rhilip|)ine (iovern- 
nu'nt and the \\';ishiiij^l(>n Administration, tliat close inves- 
ti/»ation should l)e made into complaints and 'that if there 
was occasion foj* reform that reform woubJ be carried out.

ABUSES WERE FEW 

In 1910, Secretary of War Dickinson, upon the 
occasion of a visit to the Islands, reported that the 
new popularity earned by the Constabulary, and 
which had been commented upon by Secretary Taft, 
was unabated and tiiat the organization and its ad- 
ministration were "well intrenched in the lespect 
and confidence of the people.'* 

The story of th(» ('onstabulary is one of heroism 
endurance, and loyalty of ideals under great dif ficul- 
ti(\s, of wbicli the Atnerican people should be very 
proud. 'rh(» officei's set ])ainstakingly to woi'k to 
Irarn more of the native dialects, and tlu^ best of 
tliem became the eyes of the government. Through 
their own enlist (m1 men, whose confidence and af fee- "ext ten and a half hours in supi)ressing a movenien| 
tion they soon won. they learned what was goin^' they had spent as many months in fomenting. N( 
on among tlu» p(M)pl(', and it was through their ac- blood was split, no arrests made, no alarm ensued 
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In 1904 and 1905 the methods of the outlaws 
became fairly well systematized. Each leader of a 
band liad his territory defined and had an under- 
standing with other bandifs that they were to keep 
out of that region. Tlie chief levied tribute upon 
the i)r()i)erty owners, so mucli per carabao, or other 
unit, per year. Sometim(»s the property owners 
connived at thf^ maintenanee of a band of robbers 
in their vicinily who, undiM* their ordei's, were to 
keep otlier highwaymen out of their neiKlibor- 
llCM)d. Those who refused to pny suffered, and some 
of the nioi'e teiribhi of the* outlaws atlained a very 
sinister reputation by their ah-ocilies. It was wise 
for prop('rty owncM's wlio h.-id benntiful youn^ i^firls 
growinr u]) in their famili(v^ to s(»nd them away; 
otlH'ruisi' they might be rorpiisitioned to be s_»nt to 
the outhiw eamp. In case IhcM'r lerms and condi- 
tions \v(M*e !iot complied \\ ith, some of the outlawji 
went so far as to threaten to put out the eyes of the 
children of the landowne)s. l^urning th(Mr build- 
ings was not so serious, a-^ most of them were of 
bamboo and gi'ass and could easily be replaced, but 
there was a schedule of i)UMishme]its inflicted upon 
those who aided the police by guiding them or giv- 
ing iidoiriiatiou about th(^ movemtMits of the out- 
laws which included cuting tin* lendons of their 
(cet, ciiishing the fingers with rocks, and cutting 
off the li|)s. As one Filiiuno who had been found 
guilty of aiding outlaws said: *'The punishmeMit 
inflicted by Americans is inerciful and slow. The 
punisluiKMit which we may expect from the outlaws 
is terrible and swift. \\v would ratlu^r take our 
chances with the former than with the latter.'' 

]]y this means the outlaws made themselves 
powerful enor.gh to keep the people in fact, if not 
ill spirit, on their side, ami it was this system that 
tile Constabulary set out to end and did end. 

P>y the time Geneial IJandhoItz relieved Gen- 
eral Allen in 1!)07, he was able to return all Scout 
companies to army control and furthermore to re- 
diiec* th(^ Constabulary to nearly four thousand men 

In 1908 it was said with truth that "this year 
for th(^ first time the army, including th^^ Scouts, 
has not been called on for aid in a single instance. 
The C'onstabulary has maintained peace and good 
ord(4' throughout the islamh'-a greater degree of 
peace and good order, it is safe to say, then has 
been known in the islands for niore than twndve 
years." 

With the appointment of a civil governor of 
the Moi'o Province, the (Jonstabulary was increased 
to provide for police work formerly carried on in 
that region by trooi)s. The number of Constabulary 
has been gradually increased also by reason of 
general increase in population, until in 192G it was 
over six thousand. 

Fili])inos aie prone to organize secret societies, 
and in some of these they have secret passwords, 



mystic emblems, and rituals. There was one socie- 
ty north of Manila, carried down from Spanish 
<lays, called the Guardia de Honor. It was not 
originally an insurrectionary organization but had 
certain highly improper ceremonies performed os- 
tensibly in the name of religion. Another fanatical 
organization, called the Colorum, still has its 
branches in the Islands, especially in the Visayas, 
and has been operating as late as 1925 and caused 
a great deal of trouble. 

Many of these outlaws liked to give themselves 
titles, ])articularly ndigious titles. Often ouo would 
declare himself the reincarnation of some other 
peison known to Philippine or perhaps church his- 
tory. At one time no less than three i)eople calling 
themselves Mesus Christ', and one, 'God Almighty,' 
were sfuving in a provincial jail, and several women 
styling themselves * Virgin Mary' found their way 
to jail on account of misdemeanors. More common 
among thc^ leal leaders as opposed to visionary 
fanatics was the designation of *Pope'. A Manila 
paper in 1908 said: 

"IMie great bandits of the islands of Samar 
have bc^en many, and all have called themselves 
popc^s— Pablo, Isio, Faustino, Tiducduc, and Otoy, 
oidy the last of whom roams the wild hills, tlie 
others having been shot or hanged, or are serving 
time in I'ilibid foi* the murders and robberies traced 
to their doors." 

Leaders of the outlaws usually claimed them- 
s(dv(!s to be immune to bull(»ts and to have the power 
to give inununity to their follow(»rs. This immun- 
ity was transferred by means of anting-anting, 
charms such as a little bottle or vial containing some 
li(piid, or perhaps a package tied up and worn 
around the neck with a string. That invulnera- 
bility might not be questioned by their followers, 
they explained that people might seem to fall wound- 
ed or killed, but that in three days they w^ould be 
lesurrecled. 

While fanatical outlaws claiming religious in- 
si)irati()u appeared in many parts of the Islands, 
some of the most formidable of them operated on 
the island of Luzon, and some of them in the prov- 
inces n(\arest to Manila. Felipe Salvador, selft-styled 
*p()pe\ led a fanatical group which called them- 
selves the Santa Yglesias, or 'Holy Church', an or- 
garn'zation of outlaws, formed to carry on banditry 
in Luzon. He had deserted from General Aguinal- 
do's army and set up brigandage in the province 
of Nu(*va Mcija, not many miles north of Manila 
where he conducted his plundering operations in 
defiance of the Constabulary and the other forces 
of law and order for over ten years. He was be- 
lieved by his followers to have supernatural powers, 
jncluding invulnerability. Even when captured, 
they felt sure that he would escape or that he would 
come to second life after death, and they looked 
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for his reincarnation. IIo was hanged in Bilibid 
and the watchers i'n]- his return were doomed to 
disappoinment. 

A 1^'ilipino jud^o had found Felipe Salvador 
irnilly on every ono of a dozen counts, including? 
murder and banditi'v, and each of his crimes had 
h(MMi directed against In's own peo])le. It is in- 
toi(\sting to not(^ that, in spite of this, one of tlie 
P ih'pino papers held him up as a martyr. 

Another bandit by the name of Oruga, a vil- 
Ininous-looking, thick set man with a rapacity for 
young girls, wns finally captured by Governor 
('allies, ;i foruKM' inr,nrreriionary gen(M'al, and mot 
llip fntc he very iMchly deserved. 

On July 20, IHOG, ih(^ Governor-General was 
ahl(^ to cabh^ to the Sf^crelary of War as Follows: 

*M;icario Sakny and Francisco (-areoii, sf^lf- 
sfylini i)!'(^sid(Mit and vi('e-])resideni., Filii)ino Repub- 
lic, Leon Villaruert(% lieutenant-general, beifig la- 
(lro?ies heretofore infesting Uizal and Laguna, gen- 
erals Julian Montalan, lAicio de Vega, and Beriito 
Nalividad, and their im])ortant sulK)rdinates, have 
surrendi^'cd ; now in custody in Manila. 

But perhai)s the most adroit of all the outhuvs 
wns ono Felizardo, whose headciuartei's were in the 
lowfi of P>acoor, about, fifteen miles south of Mani- 
la. Here lived his family, here he came for su]v 
pH(\s, and in th(^ adjacent hills and fields he HvcmI 
hiniselJ", and, wiien most of the otlu^r outlaws had 
becMi killed or captured, Felizardo still flourished, 
maintaining a succcv'^sful j)rot:ective organization. At 
l(Migth ihe toils wei'e set, his band scattered, and 
il seemod practically impossible for him to escape 
the net that was drawing closer and closer around 
liim. His body was found apparently where he 
had been thrown over a ])recipicc. It was identified 
by certain scars and by ])eculiarities of the teeth, 
r(H'ogni'-ed ])y his mother and friends, the reward 
foi- his denth was paid, and p(H)ple he had long 
hM'rori/ed began to breathe freely. Months lat(M', 
tlu» Constabulary wer(^ 1(m1 to the conclusion that 
J^'elizardo wns si ill alive and that a fraud had been 
peipetrated oii thcMu in connection with his su])- 
posed body. This lime two pretended deserters 
from the Constabulary joined Felizardo's band, 
sc^parab^l him from his followers, and succeeded in 
killing him and b)'inging in his body for the i"e- 
ward, which was paid a second time. 

Shr)rtly after this, the men wlio had effected 
the dc^ath of the true l^V^lizardo, having enlisted 
m(\antime as soldiers in the United States Ai'my, 
w(Mc charged with the nnirder of a certain ])resi(l- 
ent of the town of I'acoor, and were convictenl on 
f vidence afterward proved to have boon 'framed*. 
It \vas only through the very skillful and earnest 
work of an intelligent and clever American officer 
named Ply — whose exploits in the Philippine Is- 
lands riMnind one f>f thesc^ of Kipling's Strickland 



in the secret service work in India that the con- 
si)iracy against these men was detected and they 
were freed, while Mariano Noriel, an ex-general 
in the former Philippine army, paid with his life 
for the murder of the president of Bacoor. 

This case became a very celebrated one and 
great influence was exerted upon the Governor- 
(ieneral to pardon General Noriel. Prominent 
Americans in the Philippine Islands and even Gen- 
eral Aguinaldo — ^who prided himself upon not mix- 
ing in current affairs — signed the petition for his 
pardon, while President Wilson himself moved in 
the matter from Washington. To his credit be it 
said Governor-General Harrison, convinced of No- 
rieFs guilt, stood firm and Noriel was (^xecutcnl 
oarly in 1915. 

No matter how popular a hero might be in in- 
surrection, he could not turn to ra]n!ie and prey 
upon his more industrious fellow-countrymen in- 
definitely without the sympathies of the pe()i)le 
turning against him. Thus, when after twc.Mity 
years the celebrated outlaw Otoy was killcul in Sa- 
mar, there was a great celebration in the i)rincipal 
town of his province. The Te Deum was sung and 
gcMieral festivities wei*e carried on by the Filipinos 
themselves, while the Filipino newspai)ers took this 
occasion to speak with high praise of the work of 
the Constabulary. The fact that tlie lieutenant 
who succeeded in killing the notorious Otoy was 
a Filii)ino was gratifying to his peojde. 

Instances were not unusual of ])rivate parties 
volunteering to assist the Constabulary in the sup- 
pression of outlawry and armed only with swords 
and spears joining in the pursuit of brigands. 

Even a cursory summary of the deeds of liero^ 
ism, service, and sacrifices would conmiand a vol- 
ume by itslf, but it is not out of place to relate 
a fcnv outstanding feats illustrative of the spirit 
with which the ("onstabulary officers and men, 
AmcM-ican and Filipiiio, were inspired. 

The following account is taken from a report 
of the Senior Inspector of Nueva Vizcaya: 

Privato Domingo Tubag and Joaquin Otao, Isr Compa- 
ny, Conptabulary of Nueva Vizcaya,.., wore returning from 
the road camp at Diadi at which ))lace they had taken and 
tnrnf (1 over to the road foreman, twen'ty Igorrotes for road 
woik. Near Bascaran they encounterd Mandac's hand of 
somo ''.()() persons. TuhaR' immediately ha]te<l tlie band. 
Revf ral of the numbers of ttio band then asked the two 
soldiers to join them, but Tnbag refused, and seeinpr the 
people move out to the right and left of 'ihe rond, indicat- 
ing an Mtlempt to surroinid himself and coinrnde the two 
men retreated >to the rice fields on the side of the road and 
opened fire on the band from the slieltcr of the dividing 
ridges. In this nifinner they held the band off 

until tho column under Colonel Taylor arrived from Solano. 

Another daring exploit was that of Major 
Neville, who, with two of his men. walked into the 
camp of a band of fifty-seven armed outlaws, lie 
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was far in advance of hia conimaiul and finding 
•hiniself in flio camp of the nion he wa.s pnrsuing, 
,'lio enjraKed them in conversation, givinj; one or two 
sliarj) or(](M\s as though he wevc^ master of the situa- 
tion, and thus held them for forty minutes until 
liis supports came up, when he disarmed the whole 
hand and marched them in. 

P>(^ro](^ the uprisin^r in Samar and Leyte was 
finally put down, there was s()m(' pretty fierce 
I'iKhtinq- in which AnuMdcan soldiers had an oppor- 
lnniiy lo display their heroism. The following is 
taken from an officer's accnunl of a fight at La 
Paz :

'Vhr Mlipinc enlisted men respiud.ed thcMr of- 
ficeis, and. when properly IraincMl, conmianded, and 
1(h1, ])erformed gallant service in the field, showing 
intelligence, fidelity, and loyalty to their oath of aP 
hgiance to the United States. 

There were a very few instances of mutiny, 
desertion, and of going over to the outlaw^s gun in 
hand. Rut these instances w^ere less in number 
than might have been expected in view of the 
natural racial animosity following the insurrection, 
Ihousand passing in and out. 

On June 6, 1929, there was a mutiny of Con- 
stabulary soldiers in the town of Davao, on the 
southern fringe of Mindanao. The affair was a 
spirited one. The American community took re- 
fuge; in the church, commanded by the American 
district governor. One American planter was kill- 
ed and five, including the governor, wounded. The 
mutiny was soon over and had no general signifi- 
cance. The mutineers were brought to trial and 
sentenced to long terms of imprisonment. 

Most of thcvse cases, when traced to the source 
are found to have been caused through weakness 
on the part of ihe commanding officer or abuse on 
his part or that of some of his juniors. In this 
cns(» the fault lay with a lieutenant v.dio had taken 



advantage of his chief's absence in a way that the 
men resented. 

The wisdom used in the selection of those of 
ficers of the army who were detailed to the Con- 
stabulary was shown by the admirable results they 
achieved. It is fair also to assert that not only did 
the men make the service but that the service made 
the men. The men came with character, enrhu- 
siasm, and the usual military training. They learn- 
ed in the C'onstabulary infinite patience; the neces- 
sity for a purely business management of their 
force; to do big work with small resources: and 
the versatility that comes from handling alien 
people, h^arning alien tongues, and accustoming 
themselves to deealing with the psychology of aliens. 
There is not one of the men wdiose experience was 
enriched by this service but will tesitfy t(> the 
great value of the service to him. 

A well-deserved tribute was ])aid on the floor 
of Congress to the army officers serving wdth tlie 
Constabulary by one of the then representati\es 
of the Philippine Islands not over-disposed to be 
laudatory of Americans in the Philippine admims- 
tration. He said : 

Tbe sucepp of tbe Army officers who are now tbe 
chief and assistant chiefs of tbe Constabulary is due to 
tbe fact tbalt tbese men are not only very brillant army 
officer's, but tbat tbcy have bad a lenjvtby experience in 
tbe Philippines, Tbe chief of tbe Constabulary, General 
Bandboltz, is tbe only American (army officer) who was 
ever elec'ted by po]>ular vote as a provincial governor in tbe 
islands, lie was, before entering the Constabulary, tbe 
governor of tbe I'rovince of Tayabas, and bis success us 
such bad a gieat deal to do with his promotion in the 
Constabulary. Colonel Harbord has been in the Islands 
for many years and his ability and very coui'teous man- 
ner in treating tbe Filipinos has made him friends all over 
the archipelago. 

It is worth while to dwell at some length upon 
the World War records of these Constabulary of- 
ficers to show how over-seas service such as that 
with the Philippine government fits those havinj^ 
this privilege to become leaders in great national 
emergencies. _ 

General Henry T. Allen, organizer and first 
commanding officer of the Constabulary, render- 
ed distinguished service as a corps commander in 
the World War, and later commanded the American 
forces in Germany during the gieater part of the 
occupation. General Henry H. Bandholtz, who 
succeeded General Allen in Command of the Con- 
stabulary, held the important position of Provost- 
Marshal-Gene) al of the American Expeditionary 
Forces. With forty-three thousand men under him, 
he directed the whole duty of policing the millions 
of Americans in France. The American soldier 
when off duty is not always the most orderly man 
in the w^orld, and it was not wise to run the risk 
of provoking international clashes by having French 
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police undoriake 11u> lic'indlin^ of Americans at such 
tiin(3S. Tlie American police performed this service 
and tlie contribution was an important one to the 
success of the cause. 

Among the more* notable figures in the Con- 
slabul;u-y was an officer of Spanisli d(\scent by the 
name of Rafael (-rajue, who rose to the rank of 
Lieutenant-colonel ,an(l was placed at the head of 
tlu^ Informntion |)i\isif>n. Governor-(ieneral Har- 
rison appointed him Chic^f of ('onstabuljiry with the 
rank of Rrigndior (JcMKM'al to succ(*ed (General Hall 
in I)(M'(nnb(M-, 1917. and \n\ continued in this im- 
poitanl office until his (l(\alh on Januaiy 1, 1!)27. 

From the nahuc^ of the service of the Con- 
stabuhiry it was mrly obvious thnt the situation 
rc(|uir((l an adcvpinte piovision for pc^nsions if the 
servici* were to alhad and hold the right sort of 
jn(^n. In tlu^ fii-sl place, it was hazai'dous in the 
extr(>m(\ and, b(\'^'idf\s the dangcM* of (l(\'ith or mutila- 
tion, tluu'e was a wvy real risk of b(M*ng incapacitat- 
V(\ by disease. Various devices were resorted to 
in order to providf* such a fund, as the ('ongress 
of tlie nnit(Hl States rnad(^ no provision. Tlie first 
step was to set aside the money received from cer- 
taij) di. ciplinary i\nr^ as a fund for the enlisted 
('onstabulary. The law accomplisliing this also 
provided for deduction of a proportion of the month- 
ly salaries of officers and men to be used for 
widows and orphans of uKMubers of the Constabula- 
ry who lost their lives in the lino of duty and for 



officers and men who became incai)acitated. 

In 1907, the Commission enacted a law author- 
ising the retirement of officers and enlisted men on 
part pay, but left the additional funds recjuired to 
be api)ropriated annually. Under the regime of 
the Democratic Party the so-called Retirement Act 
was i)assed, granting one year's j)ay to personnel 
of the permanent service who took advantage of the 
terms of tlu^ act. Most of the American officers of 
Constabulary availed themselves of it and left the 
service, their plac(\s being taken by Filipinos. 
Later, in 1924, adeipiate provision was made for 
the i)aynient of pensions of as nmch as seventy- 
five pvv cent of current pay to officers and men who 
b(»come disabled or upon reaching the* ages of fifty- 
five^ ye^ars. 

11)0 United States meets from its own treasury 
all the cf>st of maintenance of the army and navy 
in th(^ Philippine Islands, including the construction 
of buildings and impi'ovc^ment of the various posts 
and garrisons and the fortifications. IMoreover, 
it pays all the cost of the Philippine Scouts, a branch 
of the UJiited States Army. The United States has 
not followed the practice of Great Britain, Holland, 
and other powers holding colonies, who deduct from 
the cf^lonial revenue a cei-tain sum which is paid 
into the national treasury so that tlie colonies shall 
pay their share of the cost of their own protection. 
Jn this respect, the United States has been g(Mierous 
in the extreme to the Philippine Islands.

from 192G to 1929, and in the Ca^ayan Valley and 
Mountain Province from 1928 to 1931. They also 
take part in the extermination of locusts and rats 
which periodically appear in the district, particular- 
ly in the Mountain Province and tl e Cagayan Valley. 
For rinderpest and locust work in five years, the 
force in this district employed 218,879 days. The 
Constabulary in the Mountain Province perform du- 
ties which may be termed ''missionary". When offi- 
cers and soldiers are on patrol tliey do not only ga- 
ther information !)ut also ex])lain to the i)eople the 
benefits of modern civilization such as the use of 
modern medicaments, the importance of saiiitation 
and (Mluc!\tion, etc. They also ha\ e a great deal to do 



in th(^ construction of roads, as they are often called 
upon to round up road-tax laborers which, in some 
cases, cannot be done otherw^ise. 

Notwithstanding the few numbers of comj>ainies 
in the di|Strict which coveis quite an extensive ter- 
ritory, the peace and order obtaining aie usually 
excellent. Perpetrators of crimes are usually brought 
to the toils of the law and punished for their trans- 
g? ession. The troops have also ahvays proved equal 
to the problems of our si)ecial laws such as th^ 
^'gambling*', '*opium'\ *'ex])losive'', ''traffic", etc. 
laws. Conmiunistic societies or agrarian agroup- 
ments of socialistic tendencies led by selfish exploi- 
ters are conspicuous by their absence in the district. 
Some such societies have tried to organize but thoy 
have been nipped in the bud and died upon biit'i.

VIII. ACTIVITIES: 

(A) 1. »Just to giv(» an idea of the kind of 
work handled by Ihe Constabulary in this district 
in conn(^ction with tlie TyPHOON of 192G, we shall 
(piote bellow a portion of our Quarterly Report to the 
Chief of Constabulary jxu'taining to the province 
of P>A1^ANCAS:

cano fields and plantations of oranges, claimed a toll of 
sovcral persons. This province was the moj^t severely hit. 
Thf^ (hning room, kitchen and bathroom r.t Lipa collaps- 
ed. At I'aliko all houses of enlisted men's families were 
blown down and the roofing of the barracks, dining room 
and officer's (luarters blown off. Two officers and HO 
men including Lt. J)e Guzman and 15 men from C'alam- 
ba, Laguna, guarded and worked in the badly stricken 
places. Forty (40) men were on patrol throughout the 
affe(l(>d places to prevent looting and to give necessary 
hel]). 1st Lt. Caedo, Medical Inspector, was on duty in the 
stFick(>n regio!!." 

2. That which pcM'tained to the province of 
TAVAPAS shows not only the work tackled by 
th(^ (^)nstabulary, but also the fate ol' a Const;)- 
bu.laiy soldier. The report is quoted as follows: 

"At (lumaca the barracks of 71st Company wa-> en- 
tirely destroyed killing I»vt. T. Villarubia then a guard 
member. The Station Commander submitted estimate of 
P'^,r.()().()() for the Compaiiy. Officers' quarters damajved and 
lepairs estimated to about I'HOO.OO. buildings are now 
about to be completed. H. P. C. immediately had re 
fpKsted the (lovernor Oneral for special fund for the 
Constabulary buildings dest loycvl or damaged by the 
typlioon." 

'». There was a typhoon during 1927 which 
hit the province of NUEVA ECIJA quite hard. 
We are (pioting hennnunder our report about it 
\n show the kind of work done by the local Cou- 
rt abulary: 

"This province was, from about 11:00 p. m., Sep- 
tember 17, to al>out .1:00 a. m., September J 8, 1027, 
visited by a typhoon suppo. ed to be the worst during 
th<' past 40 years. Ten persons were reporterl drowr.ed 
by flood in Carrangalan, l.'i missing and 2 injured; in 
Paiitabangan l.S killed. According to repoi't of September 
2'.), 1027, by the Provincial Commander, the roads in the 
nnrthei-n and central parts of the i)rovince woe dani- 
aged, exact extent of which cannot as yet be ascertained. 
Regular trips ol the railroad were suspended for '.] days. 
'J'he telegraph lines were interrupted for three days and 
the telephone up to Sei^tember 29, 1927. Rice ])lants to 
the value of about ri4,000.00 damaged, cattle worth 
about P0,000.00 perished and houses of mixed materials 
valued at P4,000.00 destroyed. The Munoz Agricultural 
School lost aboi^t P2, 100.00 worth of buildings and 
crops. 

4. Another r(M)ort of a typhoon showing how 
the serviees rendered by Constabuhiry had been 
appreciated is quoted below from the Tliird Quar- 
terly Report to the Chief of Constabulary: 

"Two typhoons visited the district during the (luar- 
ter. The fir.st one lasted September 1-4, 1929, the se- 
cond Sei)tember 10-18, 1929. Those that were harde^a hit 
and suffered most are Infanta and Polillo of Tayabas, 
Catnnduanes of Albay, Camarines Sur and Uulacim. 
Koads and bridges were greatly damaged thus traffic 
was obstruc^ted, land and water transportations, tele- 
phone and telegraph lines were interrupted, several 
towns inundated and were under water for several day.s. 
The flood washed down many houses, drowned many 
working animals and destioyed to a great extent agri- 
cultural crops, such as rice, coconiifcs, abaca, bananas. 
etc. Some barrios along the over flooded rivers wen-

Of her officers and 40 
rrew, 22 wvvo drif'fed alive^ 1'^ dif^d and H were missing, 
including lier (-apfiin. 

(15) Another important aclivily ia the siij* 
prc\ssion of Nt^^rito dc^predaiions in Zainbales. 

J^'roni 191^() to tlic» present year some bands of un- 
n)ly N(^grit(>|S and Negrito outlaws liidiinR tliem- 
selves in tiie mountain fastness(\^ of Zambales had 
o(x*asionally s\vooi)(k1 down uj)on the cattle ran- 
ches at sitios Cayanga and Kilingkiiing, Miuiici- 
pality of l>otolan, and chased cattle therein kill- 
ing tlierti if they could wilh IhrMr bows mid ar- 
rows for fnod consumption. 

In one instance, some of these Negritos were 
located by a Constabulary patrol on September 20, 
\\)2i] a.nd Private Luciano Redor wius slig-htly 
wounded on lh(^ chest by an arrow. No member of 
the band of Negritos was killed although it was 
))(»lieve(l there were several woundiHl but were al)le 
to (\scfij)e. 

In another instance, on August 17, 1927, tliere 
was another encounter between these Negrito dc- 
prculalors and Ct^nstabulary patrol. I'ho Negri- 
»tos were suiiprised chasing cattle from, a certain 
ranch by the patrol. An exchang^^ of g-unshots *nd 
airow^s ensu(Hl but no casualty icgistc^-ed, and the 
Negritos were able to escape. 

On September 19, 1929, tw^o (2) Negrito out- 
laws were killed in Mt. B^inua, Jk)toI'an, durint;* 
an f iiconnter of these Negrito fugitives w^ho escap- 
ed from the provincial jail at Iba whih^ detained as 
accused for tliell of large c'ltlle. l>ieut. 1). de 
Guzman, the Detachment Comniander at ViPar, 
was in cluarge of a detachment of 13 enlist:ed men 
accompanied by a Mr. W. L. Reach, a Negrito 
president and six Negrito policemen. No casualty 
on the ])art of the detachment. 

Through activities of the Villar Constabularv 
dctnchuK^nt, one of the principnl leaders of these 
bands of unruly Negrillos and Negrito outlaws 
surn^ndcM-ed on November 22, 1929, and several 
olJKM's w(»re arreste<l during 19:'»0. 

On June 17, 1931, a membcT of another Ne- 
grito band of fun:itives who escajMMl f»om the prov- 
inci.-d jail at Iba on SeptembrM' 21, 1930, was 
killed in an encounter with a detjichment consist- 
ing of 14 e?disted men, a Negri! o president and 
som(» Negrito ])olicemen, under thc^ charge of Lt. A. 
De (Juznian, Dcdachment (Commander at Villlar. 



Tlie three other members of the band were able to 
escape while no casualty on the part of the Con- 
stabulary was registered. 

(C) LEAF MINER CAMPAIGN— 

With the Constabulary forces of the provinces 
affected : J^atangas, Laguna and Tayabas, 14 other 
officers and 316 enlisted men from other prov- 
iivccK in the districlt were detailed to cooperate 
with the otlier authorities, municipail, provincial 
and insular, especially with the Bureau of Plant 
Industiy, to enforce the rules and regulations of 
the campaign, in short to make the leaf-miner 
campaign more effective. Our Constabulaiy in 
this particular instance cooperated with the other 
entities of the govei'nment above-mentioned for 
over a year, from the early part of January, 1930, 
to about the c^arly part of February, 1931. 

(D) One very impor'tant phase of Consta- 
bulary work in the Districtl of Southern Luzon 
has much to do with troubles of landow^ners and 
tenant^s in connection with unlawful activities of 
rdangerous secret societies. We will attempt to 
show the activities of the Constabulary in this res- 
pc3ct by (juoting below excerpts from our SECOND 
and THIRI) QUARTERLY REPORTS of 1927, 
respectively, to the Chief of Constabulary pertain- 
ing to the province of Bulacan: 

"Tho fliff(>renco.s of landowners and tenants wiih 
rospoct to the payment of irrigation fees have gained 
press puhlicity to a cei'tain extent, particularly so with 
tho artivlHcs (^f the discontented tenants, members of 
''KAPAtlUAN MAGSASAKA" under the leadership 
of Atfornry Vicei/le Alinazar. These discontented ten- 
ants hnve ?-esorted to molesting the peaceful tenant'?, 
threatcMiiiig and coercing them, damaging their pro- 
I)eJ*i.ies and went as far as committing serious physical 
injuries resulting in the murder of a father and son. 
The condition, however, is much improved due to the in- 
tervention of the Thireau of Lalwr to amicably settle 
'their differences and constant look-out on the part of the 
Constabulary including the interviews or conferences 
the undersigned had with several leaders of the ASSO- 
CIATION OF LANDOWNERS and "KAPATIRAN 
MAGS ASA KA". Tho situation is believed well un ler 
control by the Constabulary". 

**Tho heavy penalty imposed by 'the Court of First 
Instance of Bulacan on Pedro de la Cruz and three 
other ''KAPATIRANS" for the murder of Alejnndm 
Aquino and his son, also "KAPATIRANS" (but dis- 
gi-untled), and the conviction of Attorney Vicente Al- 
ma^-ar, head of tho "KAPATIRANS", and 5 members for 
"COACCION CON LESIONES" <to 4 months and 1 day 
impii^onmrnt, hav(» undoubtedly brought the general 
peace coiiditions of the province with respect to agrarian 
difr< KMH'os of which mention was made in the nf?xl. 
pnvious (^nartx^rly Repoi't to normalcy." 

(E) Another work which time and again ha.s 
always Ixx^n hothenng our district has relation to 
agrarian troubles. For instance, the troubles of 
the Parnpanga Sugar Mills and the tenants of I)i- 
nalupihan Estate where members of the latter on 
October 27, 1927, resorted to criminal acts by a»s.

Acting as In- 
spectors of the Public Service Commission and as 
Deputies of the Director of Public Works to en- 
force more effectively the motor vehicle law\s and 
traffic rules and joint regulations is our work to- 
day. The rounding up and prosecution of cattle 
thiev(\s form atiother. The suppression of illegal 
fvshing by dynamiting; stopping/ illegal hunting; 
detecting and seizing of firearms held illegally and 
helping in locust campaigns have ahvays been part 
of our work. Th(» eradication of prostituion in the 
neighborhood of Manila has been for sometime com 
mitted to our district. The enforcement of opium and 
gamlding laws has always been under the charge of 
our local Constabulary.

3. MILITARY, ETC.: 

(a) Regulaltions prescribing instructions in 
military duties, theoretical and practical, are car- 
ried out. Officers personally attend to the train- 
ing of the men as much as possible. In spite of 
the multifarious civil duties the Constabulary is 
called upon to perform, military efficiency is main- 
tained to a desirable standard. High degree of divS- 
cipline is exacted. 

(b) Krag carbines in all companies except the 
64th and GHth Companies in Samar have l)een re- 
placed w^ith Springfield rifles. Constant inspec- 
tions- of the equipments and clothings of the men, 
ready for emergency field duties, are made. 

(c) The District Comman|der perfected an 
economical; smokc^Iess, sanitary, up-lto-datd stove 
in 1930. It is maimfactured by soldiers; materials 
paid from mess siivings. This stove was installed 
in every company. As a corollary to this innovation, 
the District Commander prescribed a one-month 
cook*s course of instruction under the direct charge 
of the District Surgeon. The cook of every com- 
])any attended this course. 

(d) The District Comma^der is advocating 
the concentration of companies within a province 
at a certain point, preferably at the provincial 
capital. Concentration saves the government per- 
sonnel and expenses: permits the presence of an of- 
ficer always at station to enforce discipline; more 
effective military training; stronger by the conso- 
lidation of forc(\s, it is sti'ategically superior to that 
of detiiched r(jduced units. The District Com- 
mander has embarked on a i)rogram to secure pro- 
per sites and buildings for the Ccmstabulary in all 
pi'ovinces.

History Of The District Of Mindanao And Sulu 



Tho DisU'icl of Mindaiuio and Snlu was or- 
VAUmvil on July J, 1^)03 undtM- the designation of 
''Fifth District". Ten'itorially it covered the Mo- 
vn Province, which contnined the Districts (now 
rrovincrs) of Cotabato, Davao, Lanao, Suhi and 
ZnmboMntrn, a?id the I'rovinces of Siiri^rao and Mi- 
Kamis, which to^^^ther inchided the territory now 
<»mbniccd in the Provinces of Apfnsan, Bukidnon, 
I^lisanu.s Occidental, Misamis Oriental and Suri- 
rio. (Captain (now IMajor-Goneral, Retired) -T. G. 
Ilarbord, U. S. Cavalry, a t(^!nj)orary Colonel of 
the United States Army and Assistant Chief of 
Conslnhnlnry, was assigned to command the Dis- 



trict with lleadcinarters at Zaniboanga. Up to this 
time Misamis and Surigao had formed a part of 
the Third District (Visayas) but no Constabulary 
organization )iad i)reviously existed in the More 
Province, the policing of which had been entirely 
in the hands of the Military authorities. 

The Mindanao Constabulary started with an 
authorized strength of 84 officers and 1,000 en- 
listed men wliich number was sooii reduced to 660 
enlisted men. There were, at the same time, some 
8,500 federal troops within the district composed 
of American Infantry, Cavalry and Artillery and 
several companies of Philippine Scouts. 
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; To form tho newly authorized Constabulary 
jNon-coniniisioned Officers and privates available 
,|for promotion were transferred from the older dis- 
tricts to make up the non-commissioned strength 
a?ul the required number of privates was obtained 
by local enlistmetits from the Moros, Pagans and 
others of the district. Almost one half of the ori- 
ginal force were Moros while fully three-fourths 
were enlisted within the District. 

The island of Mindanao and the islands of the 
Snlu jirroups differed from the) northern islands 
i?i that the disorders taking pince thereon were not 
tcMuporary disorders incideiJl, to an insurr'ection 
but were, and for centuries had been, the normal 
order of things; the lack of government was not 
<hi(^ to a temporary breakdown of an established 
government but due to the fact that no govern- 
ment had ever existed. For uncounted centuries 
the people, Mohammedan Moros and Pagan hill- 
men alike, had lived under the primeval system of 
'1c^t him take who has the power and let him keej) 
who can,'* and not only did they put up a strenuous 
aTid valiant fight to maintain this order of things 
but, due to their lack of contact wit.h civilization, 
could actually conceive* of no otlier mode of living. 
In Sulu, the power of the Sultan of Sulu had built 
\\]y a despotic state under Mohammedan laws, 
wliich were greatly at variance with our ideas of 
governuHmt, but in Lnnao and ('otabato and among 
the Pagan tribes in the rest of the district, the 
pc^ople wvre constantly engaged in internocine 
strife with adjoining tribes or with other families 
in their own tribe. Each one protected himself as 
best he could, succumbed to superior force when 
that was his lot, and, with great gusto and enthus- 
iasm, raided, pillaged and killed or enslaved his 
!uighb()r whenever he got a clian('.(\ 

Prior to the organization of the Mindanao 
and Sulu Constabulary no semblance of govern- 
ment, oth(?r than family and p(*lty tribal rule had 
ever been established among tlusse people. Spain 
liad made and precariously maintained a few set- 
tlements, penal and military along the coast; had 
compelled Sulu to make a vague acknowledgement 
of her s()V(M'eignty and had nuule a few not always 
successful (expeditions int.o the interior. However 
the SpaJiish government had madi^ contact with 
only a very small percentage of the population and 
her influence was negligible outside of the range 
of th(^ guns mounted upon Ikt I'rw forts. The 
United States Army had made headway, but up to 
this time it had been a military force in a hostile 
country and had not been able to exert much in- 
fluence^ except by sword and bullet. 

The ])roblem confronting the government in 

1903, was to sto]) this meny carnival of human 

crifice, Tuurder, slavery, kidnaping, slave raid- 

ijiKS cattle stealing and other sanguinary outdoor 



sports of similar nature, and to convert the as- 
sorted reprobates who engaged therein with s6 
much zest into peaceful, useful, and contented citi- 
zens of a state capable of self government. As the 
Constubulary-was the principal punitive arm of the 
civil government, it became the most useful and 
most used force in attaining this end 

' The. Moro Province, at that time, was under a 
special form of Government in which the Depart- 
ment Commander of the United States Army was 
thfe Provincial Governor, and the District Govern- 
ors were appointed from Army and Constabulary 
Officers. The Constabulary in the province was 
by law, j)laced under the command of the govern- 
or. The newly organized' Mindanao Constabula- 
ry immediately began to put forth every effort to 
make itself so useful to the governor as to become 
his chief reliance in government activities, law en- 
forcement and police work. A long line of Gov- 
ernors of that province followed the policy of using 
the Constabulary for all work that it w^as strong 
enough to do and regarding the Army troops of 
their commands as reserves to be used only when 
the Constabulary lacked sufficient strength to 
meet the manifold demands made upon it. 

In furtherance of t.hese policies, as soon as th(? 
Mindanao and Sulu Constabulary was orgaiiized, 
the Army withdrew entirely from Davao; from 
Zamboanga, except the town of Zamboanga: and 
from all of Sulu south ofi the island of Jolo, leav- 
ing the pr)lice of these areas and of Surigao and 
Misanu's entirely *~ the hands of the Constabulary. 
In Cotabato and Anao, Army and Constabulary 
troops worked side by side, with the Constabulary 
taking over more and more of the work, as its 
'rcrgth was increased, until federal troops were 
withdrawn entirely in 1918. The island of Jolo 
remained in the hands of the Army until 1911, 
exce])t tliat Constabulary i troops i>articSpate I in 
the P>ud Dajo fight in 1906. From 1911 to 1918 
the Army and Constabulary were ifi joint control 
and the Army finally withdrew in 1918. The 
y\rmy troops in the district have b(»en reduced un- 
til only two companies of I^hilippine Scouts and 
no American troops are on duty therein and they 
have not been called upon for police; duty for many 
years. 

As the Army was withdrawn the Constabulary 
has been increased until the actual strength (>f the 
District of Mindanao and Sulu is 128 officers an.I 
2,411 men, divided into 52 companies occupying 48 
stations and 7 sub-stations. More than forty pcr^ 
cent of the Philippine Constabulary is now serv- 
ing under the District Commander of Mindanm 
and Sulu. This makes this- District the largest 
in the (Constabulary as it contiols more area, has 
more companies and stations and more officers and

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(Coiffhufvd from, paijc ///{) 
men than any other District. 

Tlie Army and Constabulary in Mind'iiv-.o, 
working'- in closest luirmony, tackled their problem 
without delay and the Mii.danao Constabulrry i^ot 
its ba[)tism of fire early. IMisamis, now one of 
the most peaceful of provinc(\s, was affected with 
a pla<,nie of bri^ran<lage and minor rebellions, the 
inception of which dated back \o\\g before it be- 
canK^ a part of the Fifth District. No spectacular 
fightin^r t(x>k place but the Misamis Constabulary, 
reinforced by a few small detachnit^nts from other 
province's, saw much hard service* and had several 
sharp little skirmishes before the province was 
broii^dit uneler contre)l and pevicj finally establish- 
ed. In Surigae) the Adriaiio C()nce»pcie)n Cam- 
paign e)ccupied the Ce)nstabMlary until Arri! of 
190^. The Davao and Suri^ao Irooos immedwite- 
ly Rot busy cleaning up the upper reache;^ of the 
Agusan river and the Umayan river country. In 
('otabalo our me^n cooperateel with ihe Army in tl\e 
Datu Ali campaign and in Lanao, Sulu and on l]a- 
silan island in Zanlboanga, harel service and much 
fighting soon be^came the orehn* of the day. 

I>ut the responsible officials inclueling our own 
officers realized that sharp fighting, absolutely ne- 
cessary as a pre^liminary step in many cases, was, 
after all, oiily a preliminary s(e|) ami that real pro- 
gress could be made only by hard, patient, and 
long ce)ntinued work along e^ducatie)nal lines. It 
was nece\ssary to meet the wild man on his own 
g-round, gain his confidence, and demonstrate to 
him the advantages of the ge)verimient over his old 
wild ways. To this end all government officials, 
provincial and Constabulary alike became missio- 
naries of civilization and exeited every possible ef- 
fort to get in touch with the people by peaceful 
means. Many were so reached, often at consider- 
able risk to the officer inve)lveHl, and listened, with 
varie)us degrees of enthusiasm or lack thereof, to 
explanations of the new order. A few, at first, 
then later many accepted the new doctrine, aban- 
donee! their more barbarous customs, and settled 
dow]i. Many of the nomadic tribes were settled 
into newly formed towns anel became reasonably 
industrious farmers. Many of the wild chiefs were 
taken inte) the government service and became, in 
their turn, ape)stles of the new order of things 
among their less advanced brethren. In this work 
the Constabulary and civilian officials cooperated 
so closely and their work was so mutually interde- 
pendent that no marked distinction can be made 
between the wo)k of the provincial authorities and 
ihe Constabulary. To make thin relation even 
closer, many Constabulary officers were appointed 
1e) positions in the provincial ge>vernment.s in ad- 
<litie)n to their constabulary duties. Every prov- 



ince in Mindanao except Surigao, Zamboanga and 
the Misamis Provinces has, at some time, had a 
Constabulary Officer for governor, and Cotabato 
still has, while large numbers of Officers have 
held assignments as District or Provincial Secreta- 
ries, Deputy Governors, Justices of the Peace, Dis- 
trict Health Officers, Municipal Presidents, Chiefs 
of Police, Jail Wardens and like positions. 

Not all of these peoples could be reached by 
peaceful means. As was to be expected, a large 
majority objected strenuously to the abolishment 
of their age old license and refused to desist there- 
from until force was used. Not all who tried the 
new oreler remained loyal thereto and some, at 
least, finding the habits of generations stronger 
than the^ir newly acquired loyalty to the govein- 
ment, n^verteel to their customs of the past. In 
th(\se cases a Khaki and Red patrol got busy and 
to the hum of bullets- and the crack of rifles, taught 
the recalcitrants the error of their ways. Thus 
was impressed upon the unruly that any of the 
medley of assorted crimes were not merely pleas- 
ant outeloor sports but were serious affairs which 
an established government was w^illing and able to 
stop anel to punishu This part of the work neces- 
sitated much hanl and dangerous service and un- 
counted thousands of miles of patrolling w^us re- 
quired. Sinc^ its organization in 1903 the Con- 
stabulary of Mindanao and Sulu has quelled twen- 
ty-six disturbance's of sufficient seriousness to be 
classified as ''Campaigns'' and to have the Min- 
danao and Sulu Medal awarded therefor. Hun- 
dreds of minor skirmishes, small enough to be im- 
portant only to the men involved, have also taken 
place and helped make the work successful. The 
cost in lives of officers and men has been heavy. 
A by proeluct of this Constabulary activity 
that should not be overlooked is the part played 
by individuals after they left the Constabulary ser- 
vice. The young men of the Moro and Pagan 
tribes who lived in contact with the government 
during their one or more enlistments acquired a res- 
pect fe)r anel understanding of the government that 
made them peculiarly sympathetic to the new or- 
der. In their daily life they had lived, worked, 
and shared every hardship and danger with men 
of strange tribes and young christians from the 
north and lost much of their suspicion of and hos- 
tility to strangers. Temporary details around the 
bigger te>wns of the district and even into the prov- 
inces of the Visayas and Luzon broadene<l their 
horizons anel gave them increased standards of 
living. All these new ideas they carried back to 
their tribes upon discharge and helped to dissemin- 
ate among their people. Also the young men from 
the north, through association in the service, ac- 
quiral a knowledge of and sympathy for the Moro 
and Pagan which made them very valuable to the

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(Covdnurd from inufe I 'iG) 
government after discharge. Many positions in 
all grades of government service in Mindanao from 
J*rovincial Governor to Policeman are filled by 
former Constabulary men. 

To direct and control iJie Mindanao Constabu- 
lary has always been a task of the first magnitude! 
The forces engaged have been disperse^:! over large 
areas, with transpoii^ition and communication fa- 
cilities ahnost non-existent. To command under 
such conditions has rcN^piired men of vision, ener- 
gy and tact. The district has bc^en particularly 
fortunate^ in having had commanders of this type 
and in the list of men who have commanded it are 
iiiany who have gone on to gr(\'iter tasks and some 
who have been promoted to i)os!ti(>ns of world 
wide importance and have gained enduring fame.

Although this district was the Inst organized 
it is the only one which has continued to function 
continuously from iUs organization until now. Un- 
til ll)f)9 it was known as the 5th District P. C; un- 
til 1917 it was the District of Mindanao: until 1922 
it was the Department of Mindanao; and since then 
if has; hovn the District of Mindanao and Sulu. 
JUit the territory controlled has i)een the same. 
In 1917 when the other districts were aPolished 
the District of Mindanao and Sulu was continued 
and has survived until today. 

As the work of civilization has progressed po- 
litical status has changed. In 1912 the Moro Prov- 
ince was abolished and its component districts 
were made into Provinces Even before that Agu- 
san and J3ukidnon had been organized. In the 



same year the Department of Mindanao and Sulu 
was organized, to be abolished in its turn in 1918. 
Some of the Provinces in Mindanao have become 
regularly organized provinces. Others still re- 
main special provinces but with a large and in- 
creasing degree of self government. In the regu- 
larly organized provinces the Constabulary has 
divested itself of its former extraneous duties and 
performs only the service normal to the whole 
Corps. ]'>ut in the specially organized province 
and in the remoter districts the work remains 
much the same as in early days. It is not as ar- 
duous as formerly. It is not spectacular. But the 
old problems have not entirely disappeared and, as 
always, the Constabulary is still taking a leading 
part in hiinging them to a final solution. In n*- 
mote and inaccessible districts a few people still 
exist who have had little contact with the govern- 
ment Among the otheii tribeia arg people who 
still remember the license of the past and think of 
*'the good old days." Most of the people acknow- 
ledge that the government, through the Constabu- 
lary, is ])dwerful enough to enforce its ideas and 
that those ideas are beneficial. Most of them are 
content that this is so. But occasionally some 
chief, smarting under a real or fancied injury or 
animated by the same warHke urge that dominated 
his forefathers, goes on the warpath and, in a li- 
mited way and for a limited time, creates a situa- 
tion reminiscent of oiI|dl times. Thes(^ outbreaks 
become fewei* as time goes on and the sons of the 
men who started the work of civilization or per- 
haps their sons may see its full fruition. 

In 1903 a problem of the greatest difficulty 
and imp(Mtance faced the government in Minda- 
nao. In the 28 years which have elapsed great re- 
sults have been obtained. In the accomplishment 
many a comrade of the Corps has laid down his life 
in line of duty. Many another, worn out by years 
of arduous duty has had to be retired at an age 
when a man should ordinarily be in his prime. 
All of those engaged have devoted some of the 
best years of their lives to the work. But the ac- 
complismcuifs have been such that those who died 
have not died in vain and all, the dead and living 
alike, can feel that they have made the world bet- 
ter by their devoted services. The problem is 
still such, that, as always, any man may well feel 
proud to bo privileged to devote his whole life to it

Says — 

Thill y years is a large portion of man's allotment of three score and ten 
years. It was to meet the needs of men and women who have grown old in 
the Conslabuhiry service that the Women's Auriliary was organized. The organ- 
ization is officially attached to General Handholtz Post No. 1, but its purpose is to 
serve Constabulary families wherever they may be found. Jt is to be hoped that 
in due couise the larger centers will form their individual Auxiliaries which will 
serve their own communities. Meanwhile, the mother organization endeavors io 
serve with love throughout the archipelago. 

The work of the organization is divided into two parts — relief and enter- 
tainment. Every member of the Auxiliary has agreed to work in one of the two 
departments. We try to have no drones. 

Relief ordinarily is represented in one or the other of two concrete forms — 
pesos or flowers. When w^e find veterans oi* th(M*i- families in want, we give mo- 
netary aid in as large sums as we with wisdom can. The money contributed to the 
womt^n who suffeied at Tayug is a case in point. 

Wlu^n Conslabulary families have n sick member, one of our Relief Commit- 
tee visits ihnu with flowers and extends our wish for a speedy recovery. We let 
them knovr that we have remembered them and wish them well. 

The ( !il(uHainment work falls under two heads. It consists in raising the 
money with which the Relief Committee works. This is- done by means of sucli 
public benefits as the recent Symphony Concert. It also combines with Gen- 
eral Bandholtz Post in arranging for many pleasant social gatherings which give 
Constabulary people a chance to meet and Icain to know each other well. 

We are as yet a very new and inexperienced organizaition wn'th our capa- 
city and strength practically untried. However, we believe that we are finding? 
ourselves almost daily. We hope great things of our work and long to prove a 
very real source of strength to the whole Constabulary past, present, and future. 
P(nhaps it is not too much to hoi)e that in tinie we may come to be thought of as 
a Constidndary Reserve Unit.

The thre(» Constabulary who wore killed were 
in charge of cju^adores., and, findin^r iiieniselve^ 
tinaf)Ie to join Ihe rally, endeavored to return to 
[Uirauen and \ve)'e killed on the way. 

11)0 Rood judgment, ability and gallantry dis- 
played l)y IMa.jor Harvey P. Nevill in promptly i)re- 
parinR for and resisting this attack were worthy 
f)f tlie hiRh(\s| commendation. 

The bold dash of Captain M( Master of **E'' 
(^om])any of the 2^1lh Infantry, and Hie stand made 
ivilh only ten men was an heroic exhibition of su- 
])vvh courage. The broken Runstocks, and the pu- 
hijan dead, who lay on all sides, w(U'e grim evi- 
.loices of the desperate, determined fight made 
by ih(^ men of tho 21 tU Infantry undcM' the com- 
mand of this inti-epid officer, lie and his men 
were deserving of the highest recognition possible 
for gallant soldiers to receive. 

The n^porl of Captain Georg(^ II. McMaster, 
2^th Infanlry, to the War Department regarding 
the fight ^vith the pulajans follows: 

''J have the honor to submit the following re- 
port of engag(^ment at Tal)ontaboM which occurred 
on l]\r 24th instant. 

"Under instructions from I lie Department 
Commander my troops cooperated wit,h the Philip- 
pine Constabnlai-y under Major H. P. Nevill. 

''The column consisting of IMajor Nevill, 50 
Constabulary, and myself with 2^ enlisted men 
c()mi)any **VV' 2'lth Infantry and one Hospital Cori)S 
Private, left Hurauen at 7:45 a. m. for Tabonta- 
bon, it ai)i)eai-ing i)robable from the notices re- 
ceived by ]\lajor Nevill that the pnlajnns would be 
in this neighboi'hood, as the forc(\s tlirov^n into 
Tolosa and Dulag by Colonel Poriim, 24th Infan- 
lry had prevented them from enter ifig these towns. 

"('olumn on road wa.s di'^posc^d as ifollows: 
some 25 voluniarios preceded the column, then in 
single rile 4 Constabulary scouts, followed imme- 
diately by Company **E'' one (1) Sergeant and 
three (3) scdecled privates followcM.l by 3 squads. 
Then came the ('onstabulary followed by cargaJo- 
res, with thre (15) Constabulary i^rivates in rear. 

*'At 11:30 a. m. before crossing the little 
stream to the south of Tabontabon, the Voluntaries 
halted and sent back word that pulajans were seen 
in town across the stream. Not desiring to give 
them time to make disposition, I immediately start- 
ed off the column slowing up slightly across the 
^h'(\'irn to nllow the column to closo up, and soon ob- 
:.' '..:'>, (!cc;r/atc:l I:i red, in the street of 



the town from two to three htundred yards beyond 
the stream. 

'The point opened fire, and I rushed 4 Con- 
stabulary and some six (6) soldiers to the first 
cross street in town. At the first street to the 
right, the rear end of a column of pulajans ap- 
peared, moving towards the stream; magazine fire 
was immediately oi)ened upon them. 

''Soon pulajans appeared passing around the 
front of my detachment in order to cross the stream 
to the left. The advance party would fire upon 
these as they crosfied the street to the front and 
left. 

"While a little w^ay down to the street to the 
left, the 1st Sergeant of Constabulary was shot in 
the leg, while another member of the advanced 
])arty broke the stock of his rifle in striking a pu- 
lajan. I moved this advance guard into the in- 
terior of the block to the left front of the original 
position at the intersection of the crosvs street. 

"As shots from the main column began strik- 
ing in the neighborhood of this detachment, I made 
them seek cover, and as the firing from the main 
column became very heavy; I moved the detach- 
ment back towards where the advance guard open- 
ed fire originally. Major Nevill took advantage 
of a slight rise betweoin the stream and the town 
and formed the troops in a circle, in single rank, 
kneeling, elbow to elbow. He was none too soon, 
for the column whose rear the advance guard had 
fired into had crossed the stream by parallel form 
and fell ui)on this circle just as Lieutenant Wil- 
liams' Company of Constabulary was closing the 
circle. 

"Three se])arate rushes were made U])on this cir- 
cle, the i)ulajans showing fanatical bravery, the 
dead lying in every direction, a number being 
within 25 yards. As thQ advance guard drew 
near the circle, a party attempted to charge it from 
the left, but the magazine fire soon made them 
swerve into a ravine near the stream. 

"By noon thel pulajans had all withdrawn; 
they numberc;<l 500 and^ lost probably, in killed 
and wounded, from one hundred to one hundred 
and fifty. The actual count, after a limited search 
of the thick brush, was 49 killed and 3 wounded, 
the latter being carefully looked after. 

"Passing through this town on the 25th in- 
stant, the teniente reported tha^t up to tliat time- 
he had buried fifty-five, one of them being Ma- 
riano Narja, the chief second in command. Twa 
Springfield carbines, two belts with Springfield 
ammunition, one belt with Winchester shotguir 
ammunition, and two crude guns were tiiken. 

"Our casualti(\s were 1st Sergeant Cebu Con- 
stabulary left lower leg gunshot wound slight, amP 
three privates, Constabulary, with the cargadores, 
who were either killed in fight or murdered af- 
terwards, they losing three Springfield carbines-

Related to the principal Moro nobility of the 
vnlley, with a prestige as a fighting man dating 
hack into the (»arly nineties, All's influence brought 
ic^ethcr seveial thousand warriors in amy exceed- 
ingly w(dl chosen i)osition, fortified with 'conside- 
labk^ (engineering skill: This opposition, however, 
was evontually disintegrated by -the Serenaya Ex- 
|)(Mlition and a later one in the Lake Buluan region. 

When Col. Ilarbord, Chief of the 5th Consta- 
huhiry Distiict, iei)orted to the (Governor of the 
i\lor() Pr()vince, the latter part of September, 1903, 
he was inform(?d that the Governor did not desire 
a( that time a Constabulary organized in the La- 
iiao and Cotabato Districts nor on the Island of 
Siilu. Under Act 787 of the l*hilipi)ine Commis- 
sion, i\u) Governor was authorized to control the 
iiso and direct the movements of the Constabulary 
of the IMoro Provinces. This statement of the Gov- 
ernor, therefore, was considered sufficient author- 
\\y for (lefer)'ing, as far as those districts were 
roneeined, th,e organization jof the ('onstabulary 
provided for by S(^ction 21, of Act 787. In June, 
I !)()], howev(M', tii(^ Governor asked that Consta- 
l)nlai'y be organize(i in those districts. The en- 
listments in the districts organized wei-e i)rincipal- 
ly of J\lohanime(hins and pagans. The illiteracy of 
Uk^ recruits made it necessary to secure a few 
t'liristians in (\'ich district, but in Zamboanga the 
i\Io:dem and Christian were enlisted in about equal 
pioportion. For a tiuK* it w^as supposed that the 
wi^ll known dislike of the Moro to eat with the 
('Inistian Filipino, a feeling which was reciproca- 
ted with intei'est, was unconquerable, but expei'ience 
<"iowed that Moslem, pagan, and Christian amal- 
gamated with but little friction. Ti-ibal lines dis- 
<iplHar( (I, and loyalty t() his new Corps and officers 
I'^'placed the alh^giance i)aid by the Moi'o to his here- 
^Htary Datu tor many ages. The ()bj(^ction of the 
1' lam to a hat with a brim was met by authority 
'>r llie Chief of Constal)ulary for th'^ us:^ in the 



IMoro Provinces of a red fez with black tassel. The 
Moro was i)roud to wear this headgear and the re- 
sult w^as a very smart and attractive uniform. 

CAPTAIN JOHN R. WHITE DISTINGUISHES 
HIMSELF AS A MORO FIGHTER. 

About the middle of 1905 Governor Scott of 
Sulu permitted several hundred moros with their 
families to reside in the crater of Mt. Dajo, five 
miles out from Jolo, on condition thai they pay 
their taxes, commit no depredations and harbor no 
outlaws. After around a year's occupation, they 
])rotested against paying cedula t:axes and while 
they, had connnitted no depredations they obsti- 
nately refused to pay their taxes. As time pro- 
ceeded they became insolent in their refusal to pay 
taxes. They erect(Ml three strong cottas, dug nu- 
merous entrenchments and a number of rifle pits 
and allowed many outlaws who w^re wanted by 
the authorities to hide there and refused to sur- 
render them when demanded to do so under war- 
rant. Ui)on this turn of affairs, the district gov- 
ernor wrote the Provincial Secretary that the situa- 
tion had gotten beyond the control of the civil gov- 
ernment and suggested the regulation of masters 
by gun power. This suggestion was acted upon at 
once by the De]iartment Commander and the four 
troops of Cavalry, four comi)anies of Infantry and 
one battery of mountain artillery at Jolo were re- 
enforced by Infantry, and Cavalry from Zamboanga 
and Malabang together with the Sulu Moro company 
of Constabulary from Zamboanga commanded by 
Captain John R. White with Lieutenant F. M. po- 
wers as Junior Officer. Colonel Duncan of the Glh 
Infantry commanded the expedition. 

Mt. Dajo is estimated at 2100 f(»et above sea 
level and its height, from base to summit, at around 
1300 feet. Only three known trails by wdiich troops 
might reach the toj) led to the crater aiul these were 
strongly forlificMJ along the way and well guarded, 
each by 150 fighting men of the mon* than GOO oc- 
cupants of the eiatc^r. There were no other possi- 
ble approaches to the fortified crater. The walls 
of the other sid(»s of the mountain which were al- 
most vertical a?id its ])recipitous banks heavily 
wooded, was impassable unless a resort was made to 
the hanging vin(\s us(h1 by moro spies in ascending 
to and descending fi-om the crater. 

Beginning March 6, J 900, this place, under the 
conditions described, had to be taken by American 
troops for wdiom the Company of (constabulary un- 
der Captain White was used as an advance Scout 
guard on No. 2 trail which was assigned to the troops 
under command of Major Omar Bundy of the 6ch 
Infantry. On this trail the fighting was heaviest 
thickest, fastest and more determined because of 
the advanced position taken by Captain White and 
his command. Major lUinday later reported: "The 
advance was preceded by Captain White with 25 
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men of the moro ('onslabulary wlmso work was ox- 
cc^ll(Mil. Th(»y ci'c^pt and crawlrd HiioukIi l^ic un-

Ihe trail; he (»xhil;'it(Ml (pialities oC couraRC and

verely wounded in the left leg by n shot from a 
moi'o )"ifle after he had reached thc^ b;ise r)f the pa- 
inpel. It is my intention to send thron.uh you a 
\ri\vr to his sup(M'iors in thc^ ('onstabulaiy i'or dis- 
tinguish.ed bravcM'y in acliion. 'Vho Expedition 
f'rmmander I'ecommends in view of his distin* 
jruished bravery and s(>rious!i(.\ss of the wound re- 
('(Mved Ihat the above mentioned ^oh\\ U. White* 
I e comniission^MJ as 2nd Lieutenant in the Army." 
Captain White was awarded a medal for valor by 
vii'tuc of this recommendation. 

The stronghold of the moros on top of Mt. 
Dnjo was finally taken by the U. S. Army and 
(^)nstabulary on March 8, 3 90G. TIk? numlxM' of 
nioj'os killed reacluMl approximately GOO. 

On September 10, 1906 Captain F. S. De- 
Witt, with a (h^tachment of Constabulary from 
>>iasi, airived at Jolo for the purpose of going 
lifter tho notoi'ious Jikiri, the outlaw who had 
'nnnnittc^d a series of outrages. On November 
'Uh, he struck Jikiri's band in the vicinity of Dan- 
Iiilit, in western Jolo, and succeeded in killing 
r<)ur of his followers. Two days later Jikiri reta- 
l'.'it(-d by killing on(^ and ^vounding two ('hinese 
'nd looting a store on South Ubinn Island. On 
Decf'ndxM- 25111, Ik* killed tw^o Samal(\s from Tulay 
n front of J^agasan, in western Jolo: and two days 
''it(M' Munani Ibriahin, was kilk^d by the* same band 
'II MaimlMing. 

Aside from tlu* disturbed condition of affairs 
'ausc^l by tlu* d(*predations c()nu>ult(Hl by Jikiri's 
'and of robb(M's and mui'derers, Sulu was at this 
I <*no(l in a ])(\'iceful condiition, considcn'ing the 
<'iaracte]* of its iidiabitaids. Jikiri's band of pi- 
'ites had committed many murders, robberies and 
"'luM* outrages, and the most strenuous efforts had 
^ "' n made to (*xterminat(* them. The* two me!i, 
' mnnang and P>arra, who had been i*(^)(arded as 
^'tf* most dangerous, had already been killed. 

On February 20, 1909, Jikiri looted a Chi- 
'"^^e store on South Ubian and Tandubas Islands, 



where the Moros had taken an oath to befriend 
him. 1\ S. Corn(»II and Henry 11. Wolfe, Amer- 
icans, and traders, were also killed at Tubiginda- 
nan, on the Island of Simonor, by Jikiri and liis 
band on March IGth. 

THE END OF JIKIRI. 

On July 4, 1909, Jikiri, and a few followers, 
consisting of three men and three women, wlio had 
sworn to die fighting, made their stronghold in a 
cave in a cratc^r on Patian Island, off the south 
of western Jolo. Coinered and attacked this grouj) 
of outlaws })ut up a most determined an.d stubboi'ii 
battle for their Hves and before tluw all fell be- 
fore the onslaught of the army forces they killed 
several Amei'ican soldiers and wounded over tv/eii- 
ty enlisted men and officers. Jikiri had been the 
i-allying point of the discontented and criminal ele- 
ment of the Sulu Archii)elago for years and his 
))and consisted of desperate characters recruited 
from the criminal (dement of the entire Archipe- 
lago. During the time he roamed as an outUuv, 
sixty-four of his band were known to have been 
killed. Immediately after he was killed the dif- 
ferent Headmen of the; Province were given a list 
containing namc\s of men known to have been with 
his band at dfferent times and told that the men 
named must be brought in and turned over for trial, 
or that th(»y, thc^ Headmen themselves, would be 
held responsible. 

This resulted in the arresting of a vi'vy large 
inimber of persons known to have been with Ji- 
kiri and others who had aided him in his work. A 
special session of the court of First Instance was 
held at Jolo and the trial lesulted in the conviction of 
thirty-six of his followers, the sentence imposed 
ranging from six years to life impi*isonment. The 
outlaws thus convicted came from all parts of the 
Archipelago, many of them being relatives of the 
most influential men of the moroland. 

AN AMOK KILLS U. S. ARMY OFFICER 

On April 17, 1911, an amok from Taglibi kill- 
ed 1st Li(Hitenant Walter XL Rodney, 2nd U. S, 
Cavalry, on the Jolo-Asturias Road, just outside the 
Jolo main gat(^ Lieutenant Rodney, was unarnuKJ 
and w^as walking along the road with his little 
daughter. The amok passed them then turned and 
without the slight(\^t provocation cut Rodney from 
behind with his barong. The officer's oidy 
thoughts w(»i'e diri^cted to shielding his little daugh- 
ter from harm. In so doing he was slashed to 
death. The amok was shot and killed by a guard 
stationed at the I\Iain Gate of Jolo. 

THE KILLING OF WATSON AND WOUNDING 
OF LIEUT. EDMUNDS 

Another American army officer, Captain John 
Watson was killed and Lieutenant Kinzie H. Ed- 
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niuiul.^, 8th Cavalry, was seriously wounded at Siit 
Lake on the ni^bt of December 21, 1911 by a nioro 
amok. These officers were aslee]) in a tent a short 
(b'stance from thc^ beach when a Moro, with a barong, 
snenked ])ast ttie camp sentiies, crawled into the tent 
in which they sh^pt v\u\ used h\^ (h^adly weaj)on as 
only a nioro can use it. 

NINI^] AMOKS SLIP INTO CAMP 
On January 27, 10 1:^, Aradji of the Siit Lake 
country sent nine amoks into Major Stcevers' camp 
on the P>ilnan Uiver. I^iis camp was situated at 
Datnn Dnntut, a few hundred yards west of the 
Constabulary Camp. The nmoks entered the camp 
(hiriuK the ni^lit, some of them through the barb- 
wire^ fenc(^ whiU^ others, who carried spears, vaulted 
the fence. One American soldier was killed anu 
lhr(H^ w(Me wounded before the amoks could be 
suhsidcnl. The Oth Moro (^ompany of the Philip- 
pine^ (N^nstabulary, commanded by Lieutenants Tif- 
fany and Sowers, stationed in this camp at the time 
prevented further slaughter and killed all nine 
amoks. 1Mie Constabulary lost one soldier who was 
killed. 

AMOK AND JUIIAMENTADO 
Thv difference be^tweeui an amok and a jura- 
mentach) is not gencu^ally known or fully understood. 
Hut ilie difference is not only great but interesting. 
Tiiere s(M>ms to be a misunderstanding among most 
fon igncM-s as to the preci.^e meaning of juramen- 
iado. In the early history of the Mohannnedan 
church, tiie Jihad, or holy war, was declared against 
all Christians. Immedi;dr Iransbition to paradise 
was i)romised to all true believers who might die 
in extrrnunating persons of tlie Christian faith. A 
juramentado is one who has been prepared to make 
the supreme sacrifice for an after-life in paradise, 
lie is i)r(M)ared by a priest. He is purified, bathed, 
his nails cleansed and his eyebrows are shaved. Ex- 
ce])l in a few cases where a juramentado, refusea 
aid from the priest, and attempted to prepare him- 
self for th(^ Jiliad, the distitiguishing marks of a 
juramentado are clear and distinct. Persons fami- 
liar with tiie subject allege that there has not been 
a genuine juramentado sinc(^ 1896. Previous to 
that time, the Spaniards had made atjtempts to in- 
troduce their state religion, and juramentados were 
fail ly conunon. 

An Amok is one whose acts of destruction are 
not inspired by religion, but from desperation or 
grief. He is nothing more than a man who has be- 
come mentally unbalanced and murderous in his ob- 
ject ive\s and intentions. 

thf: ordeu to disarm the moros met 

WITH much opposition 
l',elieving that the; only means of maintaining 
pe^ace» anel r)rele'r in moroland was te) disarm the ap- 



parently intractable moros, the government order- 
ed a complete disarmament of the moros. The dis- 
armament order met with considerable opposition 
by the people of I^ati, and as a result Moro Sahipa 
with a number of followers erected a strong cotta 
on the lower slope of Bud Sinumaan a short dis- 
tance from Taglibi determined not to give up their 
arms to the constituted authoritie^s. 

On January 22, 1913, the GUi Moro Company, 
commanded by Lieutenant Cochrun, wdio was ac- 
ce)mpanie(l by Lieutenant Whitnew and Crites, at 
the re(piest of the Governor, weuit to Taglibi to as- 
sist in the taking of Sahipa's ce)tta. In this engage- 
ment Captain McNally of the Philippine Scouts, was 
killed, and Lieutenants Whitne^y and Cochrun and 
eleven enlisted men of the 6th. Moro Company of 
the Philii)pine Constabulary were seriously wounded 
and two men of this Company were killed. As a 
rcisult of this fight hundreds of Moros from Lati 
went to Bud Bagsak under Nokib Amil and began 
to fortify themselves. Camps of Infantry, ('avalry 
and Scouts were established at Taglibi on the Bun- 
Bun and Bilaan Rivers. Conditie)ns on Jolo islaiid 
at this time were ])robably worse than thejy had 
been at any time since the America?! occupatie)n. 
Some 5000 outlaws had taken refuge on Bud Bagsak, 
anel from January to June they were busily engaged 
in fortifying the cottas. Marauding parties, taking 
advantage of the unsettled condition in this sec- 
tion began raiding and burning houses in western 
Jolo. 

Tlu» nn'litary camps at Taglibi, Bun-P>un anel 
the P>ilaan River, remained inactive while the Gov- 
erne)r ne^gotiated with the Bagsak outlaws. As ne) 
decided that the Moro's stronghe)ld on Bud Bagsak, 
amicable agreement could be re^ached, it was finally 
would have to be demolished. This work was de- 
legated to troops in waiting under Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Pershing. The engagemeiit lasted five days 
from June 11th to 16th, inclusive. One hundred fif- 
teen rifles w^ere captured and 317 Moros were 
killeel. Ca])tain Nichols, of the Philip])ine Scouts, 
and fourteen enlisted men were killed anel 23 en- 
listeel men were wounded. 

Of the Moros who escaped from Bagsak, a few 
letunied to th.eir homes but the greater number 
under such Bagsak leaders as Sahipa, Japal, Jahan- 
elal, Tahil, Tambuyung, Hassan and Daud built 
coll as at Lati. JapaKs ce)l.a was (h^molishcd 
by the Constabulary of Sulu i)\\ June 20th, and 
twenty-five (25) Moros were killed and nine rifles 
captured. Two days later Jahandal's cotta was 
taken by the Philippine Scouts with a loss of three 
Scouts, killed, and thirteen wounded, while sixty 
moros were killed. Hassan, Tahil and Sahipa then 
combined and fortified a strong cotta kne)wn as 
Sahipa No. 2. This stronghold was reduced by the 
Constabularv on July 1 and Sahi])a and forty-seven 
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moro.s wore killed and eight rifles captured. The 
Constabulary lost oue niau, kilh'd atul had three 
wounded. 

AMOKS ATTACK GOVERNOIl WUITiNEY 

On Jun(> 21, 1013, Captain V. L. Whitney, re- 
signed from the Philii)pine Constabulary to accept 
the <'ipj)oinlm('nt of Ciovernor of Sulu. He was tlie 
first civilian to I)e niude C.ovcMHor of that turbn- 
!ont island. 

Aradj'i, who had sent the amoks into Stec^verV 
camp, on January 27, l!)i:5, was killed about this 
ti?n(\ and, as a result, two of his followers w(Mit 
{wmAi and atlackcul (Jov(^rnoi- Whitn(\v nnd IntfU*- 
protiM* Arolcs with barony at r.unl. I'oth amoks 
wvYv kilhd by tlu^ Covernor but no! u)]til after he 
Ii.id Ikh^i se\(M-('ly wounded Jiimself. 

Taxation is one form of gov(M'nm(M)tal imi)osi- 
tion for which the moros hav(^ no uiiderstandinjr nor 
respect. Th(\v consishnit.ly refuse to pay any form 
of ta\-(\s oi' do so only under pn^ssure ol" forc(\ U 
was not sti'aji^e then tliat the mo]'os of Tali])ao dis- 
trict refus(Ml to pay their road tax. Most of the 
|)coj)l(^ in this section were follo\v(M\s of ratiRlima 
UiiKa and wcM'e led by Sabtal. Thvy fortified the 
siunnut. of Hud Talipao and at on(» time as many 
as 200 outlaws wove on the hill induced to j^o there 
to k(Hp from paying the r(M(uir(Ml taxes. The Gov- 
ernor and PauKlinia Un^a ludd a conference with 
these misKui(l<»(l p(»oph^ and inductul a lar^e lunnber 
to ic^turn to their homes. Most of tluMU, however, 
remained hostih* towards the K<>vermnent so on 
Aiij^nist 10, Sabtal's fortifications were attacked and 
reduced by the 5th Battalion of the Pliilip[)ine 
Scouts under Major 0. S. Shaw. Sixty Moros were 
killed and s(n(Mitee!i rifles ca))lur(Ml whih^ one Scout 
wa^ killed and two wounded. 

JOLOANOS REFUSE TO WW TAXES 

The enforcement of the collection of the I'oad 
tax also created jnuch disatis,fact ion amonp: the 
Joloanos of w(\stern Jolo, which i(\suUed in a nuni- 
lor of Moros Roing- to Pud I'alipao. This discon- 
l(»nt(Ml group was composed of followers of Pa!ig- 
linia Unga, and were latei' joined by Asjari and a 
hand of outlaws from Lati. Talipao was sti'ongly 
foitiricMJ along th(» lini of the craler, some IGOO 
feet above sea level witli i)ib^ and trenches, and 
one dirt cotta. These entrenchments were desti'oy- 
0(1 by Major G. S. Shaw and the r)th Pattalion, Phil- 
il)pine Scouts, on October 22, IDPJ. Eighty Moros 
were killed and fifteen rifles cai)tured while four 
Scouts wer(> killed and ten wounded. Cai)tain Mc- 
Ekleily was seriously wounded during the skirmish 
and di()d in the hospital at Jolo, a few days later. 
This was the last cotta fight of any magnitude in 
Sulu. 

The preservation of law and oi'der throughout 



Sulu was completely placed in the hands of the 
Philij)pine Constabulary on November 1, 1913. 

Fioni the first cotta fight on the Island of 
Jolo, by American trooi)s against Maharajah and 
his people, in December, 1903, to the taking of JUul 
Talipao by the Philipi)ine Scouts on Octol)er 22, 
the Joloanos claim that the majority of their fights 
Avere for a piinciple: The fights against Maharajah 
Andung, and Maharajah AvSsid, wei(^ caused by the 
enforcement of the slave law. The en(rag(»menls 
against the powerful chiefs of Lu-uk, Panglinui 
Hassan, Laksamana, Usa]), Maharajah Opao, Ma- 
hai'ajah Anti, Orang Kaya Ilamid and IJsman, 
and the first \\\u\ Dajo fight against Abu Kahal, 
were caused by the reftisal of those chiefs to allow 
tlu^ir ])(M)j)l(^ to comply with the cedula law. The 
second I'ud Oajo fight, Sahipa^s cotta No. 1, Pud 
Pagsfdc, Japal's cotta, Jahandala's cotta and Sa- 
hipa's cotta No. 2, were caused by the enforcement 
of the disaimament law. The first and second fights 
on Pud Talipao w(u*e caused by tlu* j-ofusal of the 
peoi)le of that section to pay tlie road tax. 

During this period there were but three out- 
laws of impoitance, Pala, Talu and Jikiri, although 
there were from time to time quite* a number of 
lesser outlaws who had groups of cattle thieves, 
etc. Since the engagement at Talipao, however, 
there had been lU) (pu^stion or principle involved. 
A nund)er of outlaw leaders became active during 
the fall of 1913, after gathering small bands of 
followers. Tl](»y armed th(Mnselves with guns which 
had b(U'n buricid following enforcement of the or- 
der of disainiament instead of being tmned in. 

On Sei)t(>mber 1, 1911, there were 6190 fire- 
arms of various descri])tions in the* hands of the 
Moros of Jolo, most of these arms were Remington, 
or Synder rifles and Tov/er muskets. P>y far the 
greater number of these guns were in the hands 
of the Joloanos and but a very small number weie 
of high power caliber. Of over 6000 arms out, 1125 
were ])urchas(Ml from the Moros by the Govern- 
me)it, 4(S54 were captured by or suruMidered to the 
1 1. S. Army, and 158 were captured by tlui (Cons- 
tabulary of Sulu, a total of 6137 fir(\'irms account- 
ed for. 

THE KILLING OF LIEUT. DOMINCO VELAZ- 
QUEZ AND THREE ENLISTED MEN BY 
MAHARAJAH UNTUNG. 

In Moroland it seems things just happen. The 
existence of these people especially the headmen, is 
hedged in by legends of the kind which is usually 
connected with heroes, famous or notorious, in 
most instances both, and who have Ix^en dead for 
centuries. They usually allow their fancies to 
wander and roam in an impossible world of the 
most absurd superstitions. They fancy they are the 
reincarnation of simie great warring datu who liv- 
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0(1 in the l^'.th century oi- i)r()bal)ly in the 7th. But by the Constabulary from two sides to make escape 
usually whi'n they come in contact with the law, impossible. The moros, still defiant, fired on the 



esp(»cia]ly the Constabulary, thinjrs do happen 
and not always in accordance with their heroic 
day dreams. So it was with Maharajah UntuuK, 
President of the Lati District. 

^rhe history of the dowufall of this "reincar- 
iuiUmI" moro and the evonts h^aflinir up to it which 
followed fnst and furious is romantic in its bar- 
baric savagery. On March n, 1921, Moro Bai of 
Palikul District was killed by the sons, Hrahama 
and Tnmbusunir, of IMaharajah Untune. ^^ 'ip- 
\nK\v^ that these two yonn^ moros caught Bai in 
lh(^ act of stealing ^n(^ of their carabaos. Th,e 
killing was carefully inv(\stiKHted by the Consta- 
bulaiy and tlie evidenc*^ indicated that it might 
h.MV(^ been Justified as it was done in the preser- 
vntio!! of their properly. However, the father of 
B,ai. the deceased, filed a complaint with the Jus- 
tic(^ of the Peace in which he accused Brahama 
and Tambusung of homicide. Maharajah Untun^, 
the (!ldcr, resented rhe arrest of his sons and rc- 
rusf>(l to go to see the Covernor, but sent a mess- 
age to the Provincial Coniniander, in which he ex- 
cus(ul himself on the ground of being. ill; but it is 
of record that he procef^ded with a big fiesta for 
five days, feeding from 200 to 300 persons, prin- 
cipally fighting men. 



detachment that was nearest the cotta, wounding 
one soldier. The fire was returned and order was 
giv(?n for all troops to concentrate tlieir fire on 
the cotta. The engagement lasted until 11 :30 a. m. 
When the moros ceased firing, order was given by 
the Provincial Commander who was in command, 
to advance. The advance guard found that nine- 
ty moro outlaws had been killed including Untung 
and his two sons. Five others were wounded, one 
of whom died the same day. 

Moro Maharajah Untung, was an intelligent 
man, the government had confidence in him; he 
was President of the Lati District, rich in money, 
cattle, land and friends. In other words he had 
everything that makes life worth living, and yet 
he dared, without any provocation, to do to d(»ath 
a Constabulary officer and three snlisted men in 
his own home and who were there at his (Un- 
tung's) invitation — can you beat it? It is diffi- 
cult to understand such treachery. Can any one 
figure out the psychology of Moro Maharajah Un- 
tung? Can one imagine what he hoped to gain by 
murdering the four peace officers who had not in 
any way harmed him or his? Can one imagine a 
man of Untung*s intelligence, bringing to a sud- 
den end his life and that of ninety other indivi- 
duals without a provocation — except that he was a

Tigno, the soldicM- flooring one of the 
moros wilji tlie ))utt of his rifle, while the other 
snjdiorj'. b(^)ran to fii'e at the moi'os on th(^ porch. 

Owing to the darkness of the room the of- 
ficer pass(»d undo* the dining ]'oom table, which 
was just behind him and out thru the kitchen and 
down the back steps into the yard whei e ho droi)ped 
d(\'id fi'om gun shot wcumds. Some of the frenzied 
moros (Mit(^i'(ul the bed room which was also dark 
and cut, slashed and jabbed at the bculs of tlie two 
officers. In the meantime, the soldiers had kept 
;ip a fussilade of firing while Lieut. Ballesteres 
remained in the office, barong in hand his back 
to the wall and knowing not what the next moment 
would bring forth. He had not long to wait. A 
moro rushed in; the ofJicer slashed viciously at 
him, the moro sank to the floor dead. The offi- 
cer* had no tiiTie to parly with a d(\ad moro for at 
th(» next moment a seond moro rushed into the 
(lark room and slashed at Ballesteros' head. The 
ki'is found its mark on the ofticer's lip and chin: 
the lip was split open and a tooth was lost — the 
liai'd chin bone saved an officer for the Constabu- 
laiy. P>allesteros retaliatful with his barong but 
the moro grabbed him by the throat and both fell 



to the floor, each trying to cut the other's liead 
off. llie moro, an expert with cutting weai)ons, 
especially the kris and the barong, was making 
such progress that Ballesteros attempted to grab 
the wrist of his right hand with which he was 
wi(dding the kris, but instead he caught the blade 
of the morons kris, the sharpest two-edged moro 
fighting weapon in existence. The moro attempt- 
ed to regain full possession of the weapon and tried 
to pull it thru the officer's hand. - The lieutenant's 
hand was cut severely but l^allesteros h(.dd on to 
the kris and at the same time used his barong on 
the moro's liead, neck and body until he had slash- 
ed him to rib)K)ns and tlie moro died because there 
was nothing of him left to live. The officer then 
got u|) an went to the door and stopped the shoot- 
ing. In addition to the wound on his chin, lip 
and on the left hand, Ballesteros received several 
wounds on the different parts of his body. Doc- 
tors and the Provincial Commander were sent for 
arrived in a short time and found Ballesteros to 
be in a serious condition and scarcely able to talk. 
Besides Tigno two moros were killed and one moro 
was wounded. All of this fighting including the 
verbal eTicounter took place in the short space of 
less than ten minutes. First Lieut Ballesteros is 
still a member of this fighting organization and 
Commanding Officer of a Company in Zamboanga. 

ACHBARA'S ATTACK ON LT. ANGELES 

Refening to Roan's now famous feat of de- 
livering President W. XL McKinley's Message to 
the Cuban General, Garcia, we might pause and re- 
call how Lieut. Leon Angeles on May 19, J 92*.*, 
stopped a message from Achbara and his follower's. 

Out from the main island of Sulu in the Sulu 
Sea, is the island of Pata which is inhabited by 
the most war like tribe of moros found any where 
in the Sulu Archipelago. At the Kiput School 
House and at Sapa Malauna on this island were 
stationed two Constabulary detachments: one un- 
der Lieut. Leon Angeles ,and the other under Li« ut. 
Lasola. Owing to the fact that the Moros began 
to show nervousness early in May during the Pua- 
sa, tlie Provincial Commander felt it expedient to 
combine the two detachments, place them under 
Lieut. Angeles at Kiput in the school house. 

On the 18th of May, having nothing better to 
do Moros Achbara, Impus, Ujaman and Hatik 
Schofan, with a number of their outlaw and land 
pirate followers, cut off Lieut. Angeles' water sup- 
ply by throwing manure and other filth into the 
well, after which they returned to the mountain 
and prepared for an attack on the school which 
was being used for barracks by the soldi(»rs. 
About '^:*^t) p. m., the next day May 19, 1923, the 
day after **Puasa** the outlaws, numbering be- 
tween three and four hundred, attacked the acliool 
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rroni foui' (liffcM'oiit directions with five columns 
of mm armed with Kris, baron^s, and spears, with 
iVIantala, Insani, Sariul, Salip Abuj^akal and Hatib 
Sihal)an leadinjr the attack. Isaiii's cohimn suc- 
eeedcMl in jr(^|tin<r so near a window of the house 
that his men were able to ilirust their Ri)ears thru 
it at the soldie?'s. At this instance Anj^eles ^^ave 
the command to fire. The effect was terrific. 
1^'ive outlaws w(*re shot dowti at the foot of the 
stairs, six dropj)(Ml just below the window, two fell 
under th(^ house and the rest a few yards from the 
house.

Fight having been i)rov(Ml inevitable an ad- 
vance was ordeied and tlu^ necessary precaution 



taken that no amucks got among the Constabulary 
forces. The column halted sixty yards from the 
mcs(iue and fired three volleys thru the roofs of 
some houses to see what would happen. Five 
amucks l(\'ip(^d from the trenches in front of the 
line all of whom were shot down before th(?y co- 
vered a distance of twentj^-five teet. From then 
on the fight continu(?d and lasted about on hour or 
until the outlaw position had b(^en reduc(Ml. In 
the trenches thirty-four dead bodies were count(Ml 
and two wounded women were rescued and given 
first aid. Among those kilh^d were Impus, IIa« 
bali and Maas Umaron. 

The maich continued to Pandaog's place known 
as Niug-Niug where it was exoected that the trooiis 
would (Micounter a stiff organized resistance. Put 
th(? plac(» was found desert(Hl exc(^pt the sole occu 
l)ajit Pandac^g himself, who at the approach ( f the 
trof)ps rushfMl out of the house and c]iarg(Ml tlu^ 
cobnnn in th(» usual amok style. He was shot down. 
Api'il and May of (>ach year are the moros* fasting 
peiiods, known as *'Puasa". These periods a'T 
strictly obs(M'ved by the Islamic people, at which 
time they are generally i*estless and nervous, due 
to luinger atid thirst. At this period th(\y ar(^ dan- 
gerous, and trooi)s in the vicinity are wa.i »h d to 
keep a strict vigilance. 

LANAO 

Panao Pjovince is located in the northw(^sL' 
ej-n part of the Island of Mindanao, constituling 
the mountainous territory to the east of th.e pu- 
langui basin and its tributaries and narr.)wing 
down to that stretch of land formed by the indeur 
tation of Panguil Bay on the north and the inden- 
tation of Illana P>ay on the south which connects 
with the Zamboanga peninsula on its west(Mn ex- 
tremity. 

In the Maranao dialect Lanao means lal:j and 
tlu^ province takes its name from the large lake 
locat(ul in its center. This lake is approxiuiately 
2200 feet above sea level and its only outlet is 
the Agus River which empties into lligan I>ay on 
the north. Lake Lanao is approximately 18 miles 
Jong from north to south and 1() mik\s wide f'om 
east to west; or from Sauir Hay to Ganassi, at 
the extreme southern end of the Lake. Dansa- 
lan, the cai)ital, of the Province is situated on the 
noithern shore of the Lake; this town has grown 
up since American occupation. 

Owing to the isolated location of th(» Prov- 
ince in the heart of Mindanao, the difficulties cn- 
counter(Hl in former days» in reaching the inte- 
rior of Lanao, the fierce character of its turbu- 
lent inhabitants, who foi^ centuries succclv>; fully 
resisted every attemi)t of the Spanish government 
to conti'ol the country — very little, if any extra- 
neous influcMice was exert(Hl on the people. Veiy

It w^as reported that Binaning with 
SQwn followers came armed with bhule weapons 
that night but upon finding tlie Constabulary on

B(>cause of many rumors regarding: thr^ activi- 
ties of Amal Binaning Lieut Nunag combined the 
detachment of Lieut. Polotan with that of his own 
and proceed to Binaning's house at ]^•lnsayan to 
ask for an explanation and if possible <Miter into 
jieace negotiations. Upon arrival of the (l(>tachment 
at Bansayan the place was found deserted except 
for four women, who profess(»d to know nothing of 
Binaning\s v/hereabouts. At this junclure Nunag 
concluded that the discontented moro had goiK^ to 
the hills with his faithful followers, dc^bu-iniiKMl to 
yhow by force his hostile attiude to the .J!overnment.

Until 192:5 the law and older forces of the 
Philippine Archipcdaj^o had had little or no <H'ca- 
sions to distrust the fanatical people who are classed 
nndei* the sect name of Colorums. P>eginning with 
1018 many of these fanatics left the Provinces of 
Eeyte-Sainar and innnigrated to Surigao where 
they no doubt had hojxHl to find the new Jerusa- 
le)n. Locati)ig in Sufigao and Agusan, principally 
in Surigao, it appears th(\v began gradually to de- 
sert the ('atholic clun ch and to affiliate with the 
Aglipayano church. In tuin they finally disserted 
the Aglipayano church and took to the r(>lij',ion of 
the Sacred Eamily — better known as Colorums.

Tayug, the lowji sacked, is one of the thriving towns 
of North Central Luzoii, with a population of more 
that! .*^0,000 souls. The officers and soldiers slation- 
(»(l in this nuinicipality were Kilipinos who had becMi 
slalionod thcu'e for years. They met the town folk 
socially at pai'lies, and th<» officcM's stood high 
socially wilh the cream of society. They all spoke 
(he sauK^ dialect, llocano and Pangasinan, lh(^ local 
dialect. Many among them sj)oke ICnglish and Span- 
ish and yet otie of the most unexpected surpris(»s 
of (he lime — a nuissacre — occurred.

It appears thai much of the moro trouble in 
Miiulainao-Sulu durinjr the early days and even now 
originated from the circumstances that the moros 
refused to pay taxes and ended wiiere the forcing of 
the payment of taxes be^an.

Ins parole from San 
Ka!nr)n Jvirnis was lo be cancell' «1 h(^ made up his 
mind to RO in the liills. Before K"ing to the hills, 
howcner, he confided to a friend that he had been 
two years Third Mc^nber of the Provincial Board 
but had luiver b(>en invited to a r>oard meeting. Be- 
Cduyi^ of that treatmiMit lie said h(» had lost prestige; 
that his finance had been nMluced to the thinness 
of a chin(\^(> silver dime; that he had lost his stand- 
ing nmong mor(^s. 

On l)(Teml)(M- IM^ V.YZi), Datu Tahil, left his 
hotnc^ at lUang near .lolo, went to the hills and be- 
jran the c( nstructiofi of a cotta at 'lannm, within the 
municipal District of Batikul, .loin. Efforts were 
made by the Provincial authorities to collect land 
tax in this district and Tahil used this as an. excuise 
to gain follow(Us fo]- himself. 

\\y Jnnuary 10, 1927 he had gathered some 
200 followers and had become more persistent in 
his (h^mands for the lemoval of certain government 
officials and that he be pennitted to exercise- the 
(Ujova (religious case') without interfeience.

Tahil refused to see either the Sultan of Sulu or 
i^ienator Hadji Buta. It was then considered neccs- 
s^ry to take drastic actions Major Janiep Green, the 
Constabulaiy Provincial Commander, with warrant 
of arrest against Datu Tahil and others, made an 
attem])t on January 31, 1927, to serve the warrant. 
Uijon the approroh of Major Green and his detach- 
ment, they were attacked by a number of outlaws 
who rushed them from a nearby undergrowth 
which made it necessary for the government forces 
to make a frontal attack on the cotta which result- 
ed in the killing of thirty-five outlaws, including 
six women and two children. 

It was estimated that Tahil had between five 
hundred and a thousand followers but the coita 
was small and many were absent when the attack 
was made. Many of his followers made an etffort 
to reassemble to TahiPs defense but he had fl(»d 
when the fiist volley was fired and many of his fol- 
lowers returned to their homes without making any 
effort to attack the Constabulary as planned. Datu 
Tahil surrendered later. Tahil is now serving a 
long term in P>ilibid prison for the part he took in 
this short-lived revolt. 

THE MAMPUROC AFFAIR. 

Perhaps on(» of the most i)ictures(iue figuies 
that trod tln^ paths of banditry and lawhissness i!\ 
all Moroland was Mampuroc who headed and pro- 
moted the Alangkat movement which caused no 
little amount of worry on the part of the consti- 
tuted authorities. It is hard to tell to what length 
the Alangkat movement would have gone had it 
not been subjected to the Constabulary axe. 

Mampuroc's career was very shoit lived, but 
his existence was surrounded by a web of legends, 
the kind that are usually wound about the lives of

'Jo his horde of Manobo followers, 
Mampuroc was i]>imortal. Some believed he was a

In very much the 
same way, ti'at modern scic^ntific invruilions run 
parallel to ae(*-(dd U^gends of IIk' flying carpc^ts, 
j)ow(>i' of invisibility, immunity to all pliysical 
harni, etc., \\r lan his own fanlar.i<-^ ])arallel to mo- 
dern warfar<\ ft was an (established fact among 
his l>eliev(M's thai by moving nw of liis magic wands 
(an ini]>rovis(d affair made (d* an umbrella rod 
mounted by cartridge shells) tho soldiers would be 
unabU* to s(^(S moving a si^cond wn.nd (a black- 
coj-ral rod) the bulh^ts would tui-n iido water; air- 
craft would not avail against his crocodiles (made 
of wood) that could soar tho hiMghts and bring 
down th(* ci*aftiest-flying macliino. And so he pre- 
pared aigunv'uts against what sn(>aking doubt his 
followers might entertain as to his ability to with- 
stand-armed forces of the aufhoiities. 

He disaimod th^* pk^u as promptly as tliey ar- 
riv(Ml and i-eaiincKl at first only a choosen few, 
P>y a slow process h(^ rearmed practieally all of them, 
i)ut each one was made to believe that only after 
nnuitorious scuvice and devotion to Mam])uroc did 
he i-ogain his arms. A wonderful stroke of g(Miius, 
])laying on the vanity of the IMonobo. 

Was thoro a moral as])rct t(^ l\lam])uroc's move- 
meid,? lnd(HMl there was. TI(^ enjoined his men 
to work, not to kill, not to steal, and even preach- 
ed pure fannly lif(\ He, for itistance, forebado 
marital relations between husband and wife at such 
times when the intimacies are not desired by the 
wo!7icn. 11hs, for a polygamist is rather an ad- 



vanced stage of thinking. He preached, however, at 
the same time **total abatenance'' from paying cedu- 
la, from sending children to school, from surren- 
dering weapons and, in general, Ik; disapproved of 
organized government. The danger was not so 
much in his own activities as in tliose of the mob 
who would get beyond control. 

It is an intercvsting thought to speculate on 
what would this moro, this heathen, have 
achieved shoidd he have had an advantageous edu- 
cation. 

With the death of Mampuroc on the morn- 
ing of the 2:'.rd of Ma.rch, 1927, and the death of 
about thirty or niore of his followers, the* Alang- 
kat movement reached its end. At first it was rri- 
mored among the nioros that Mampuroc esca]>ed 
death, while some believed that although he was 
dead lu^ would very soon corne^ back to life. In 
fact, a numlMir of IMoros were firndy convinced of 
this iMunor. That Mami)uroc was killcfl is beyond 
doubt, he was accounted for by reliabl(3 i)ai'ties, he 
was foumi dead with five bullet wounds, about two 
hundred meters from his house, lie was buricnl 
on the spot Vvdiere he was killed. 

The Mam])uroc expedition was well plannec! 
and the blow timely landed. About 1,000 blade 
weapons of vaiious fizes andi dc\scri})tions were 
seized, the majority of which v^ere destroyed b(^- 
yond further utility. Some were brought back and 
kept as exhibits. Several of the weapons in the 
hands of the Governor of Cotabato were ])ierce<l by 
bullets which indicated that they were drawn.
